Governor-General  Voices  His 
Pride  at  Manner  In  Which 
Canada  Has  Responded  to 
Duty's  Call.

CroundM  be«n  tha  scene  of  a  apectacle 
••  Impreselve  ««  that  enacted  yester- 
day morninr,  when  ^ia  Koyal  High- 
Tieaa.  the  yuke  of  Connaucht.  K.  O., 
Oovernor-Oenoral  of  Canada,  reviewed 
the  forcea  of  the  local  tralnlns  camp. 
"Wben  he  stepped  from  hla  motor  car 
he  foand  about  -l.tOO  offlcers  and  man*^ 
drawn  up  In  rerlew  order,  and  to  one 
•Ide  were  B76  of  the  younRer  aoldlera 
Of  Victoria.  640  being  cadeta  and  13< 
1>ox '  aoouta.  The  grand  stand  waa 
thronged  to  its  capacity,  among  those 
present  being  Hla  Hoiior,  Lieutenant- 
Oovernor,  Mrs.  Barnard  and  party;  Sir 
Bichard  McBrlde  and  party,  represent- 
•tlvea  of  the  naval  and  military  units, 
of  the  Dominion  and  Provincial  Par- 
llamenta;  the  Daughters  of  the  Empire 
and  other  patriotic  organisations.  The 
open  stand  waa  taxed  to  Its  utmost 
and  the  general  public  also  lined  the 
oval  for  a  quarter  of  a  mile  to  the 
right  and  left  of  the  saluting  base, 
Where  floated  the  Royal   Standard. 

From  the  moment  the  Oovernor-Gen- 
erafa  presence  was  announced  by  a 
flourish  of  bugles  and  the  Royal  salute 
until  Its  conclusion  there  was  not  a 
break  In  the  smooth  operation  of  the 
.  programme.  Within  two  hours  His 
Royal  Highness  had  Inspected,  with 
characteristic  care,  the  entire  force.  In- 
cluding both  the  cadets  and  the  scouts, 
had  met  practically  all  the  oflicers.  and 
had  delivered  a  short  address  to  the 
oflicers  of  the  brigade  expressing  his 
pleasure  at  having  I>een  privileged  to 
see  them  and  their  men  on  parade  and 
to  have  made  their  acquaintance.  The 
auccoBS  of  the  review,  as  well  as  the 
Other  eventa  of  the  day,  together  with 
the  enjoyment  of  those  who  watched,* 
were  accentuated  by  the  exceptionally 
flne  weather.  This  could  not  have 
been  Improved  upon  If  It  had  been  spe- 
cially ordered. 

A  call  on  Hla  Worship  the  Mnyor  and 
the  members  of  the  Council  at  the  City 
Hall  completed  the  forenoon  activities 
of  the  Qovernur-General.  He  ~ltf ter- 
wards  started  on  a  tour  of  the  Victoria 
West  and  Ksqulmalt  dlMtricts.  flrst  vis- 
iting the  naval  yard,  where  he  was  re- 
ceived by  Rear  Admiral  Story,  and 
where  ho  reviewed  the  Royal  Canadian 
Naval  force  and  the  Royal  Naval  Can- 
adian Volunteers. 

I<ieut.«Col.  R.  Angus,  commanding 
the  5tl|  Regiment,  escorted  him  over 
the  forts  of  the  port,  which  are  manned 
by  sections  of  that  corps.  A  naval 
boat  was  taken  to  cross  the  harbor. 
His  Royal  Highness  apparexitly  thor- 
oughly enjoying  the  trip.  Returning, 
he  visited  forts  manned  by  the  regu- 
lar C.  O.  A.  detachment  and  also  the 
let  Canadian  Pioneer  Corps,  In  camp 
on  Macaulay  Plains,  reaching  the  city 
again  at  about  6  o'clock.  He  and  the 
members  of  hla  stall  were  the  gueata 
laat  evening  of  His  Honor  Lieutenant- 
Qovernor  and  Mrs.  Barnard  at  an  In- 
formal dJnnec  at  Government  Houae. 
Thay  took  the  11:45  o'clock  boat  for 
Vancouver  en  route  Baat.

Seven  distinct  units,  with  An  aggre- 
gate strength  of  approximately  l.SSO, 
were  drawn  up  on  the  parada  ground 
when  Ills  Royal  Highness  arrived  at 
the  Willows.  With  Col.  Ogllvie,  tl«e 
J).  O.  C.  and  his  staff,  which  Include-l 
Col.  fltanton,  his  military  secretary;  Ma- 
jor Duff,  A.  D.  C.  and  Capt.  the  Hon. 
P.  Leigh,  A.  D.  C.  he  walked  towards 
the  saluting  base.  His  appearance  was 
marked  by  the  Royal  salute,  tlie 
massed  bands  playlnir  the  opening  bars 
of  the  National  Anthem,  and  the  sol- 
diers presenting  arms,  at  wtUch  Hie 
Royal  Highness,  who  wore  a  fleld  mar- 
•hal's  service  uniform,  came  to  atten- 
tion. 

Without  delay  the  Onvernor-Goneral 
began  the  Inspection,  which  was  most 
thorough.  Beginning  with  the  move- 
able armament  corps  of  the  5th  Regi- 
ment, C.  O.  A.,  commander  by  Lieut. 
L.  Monk,  he  vlaited^  the  lines  of  every 
corps.  Home  of  the  offlcers  and  men 
wearing  service  eolnra  were  engaged  In 
conversation,  the  aovernor-Oeneral  evi- 
dencing a  keen  Interest  as  to  the  corpa 
with  which  they  had  previously  been 
identified. 

.  After  the  artillery  the  Independent 
^uadron  of  B,  C.  Horae.  commanded 
by  Major  llannlker.  was  reviewed.  Then 
followed  the  ftOth  Regiment.  Gordon 
Highlanders,  with  Major  Forsythe  tn 
command,  and  the  overseas  draft  of  the 
•Tth  Battalion,  Waatern  Scots,  which 
waa  under  Capt.  Armour,  who  already 
has  seen  service  on  the  Continent,  and 
WHS  wounded  in  action  nt  Kestubert.

Their  straw  hata  gave  them 
aomawbat  of  a  different  appearance, 
bat.  contrary  to  general  expecuttona, 
they  looked  excee<Hngly  amart.  Major 
Chrlatle,  second  In  command  to  Lieut- 
Col.  Lome  Roas.  the  camp  command- 
ant, was  in  command  of  the  Hcota  The 
RIth  Regiment.  Victaria  Pualllera. 
Lleut-Col.  Rous-Cnllln,  was  next  to  sa- 
lute the  Oovernor^Oeneral.  and  finally 
the  Oanadlan  Army  8«rvt<T  Corps,  un- 
der Lieut.  Km  I  ton.  was  aubjected  !•  • 
cMefBl  iBsjpecUeo. 


Hla  Koyal  Ulgtineas  took  up  a  posi- 
tion next  to  the  aaluting  baae.andCvl. 
Koae  having  given  the  neceseary  eom- 
irtand.  the  raoat  apectaeular  feature  of 
the  review  commenced.  The  artillery 
nwung  off  in  column,  and  wheeling 
aharply  to  the  left,  approached  the 
Koyal  Standard,  the  heavy  horaea. 
their  harness  and  the  brass  of  the 
field  guns  glittering  In  the  auaahine. 
With  striking  precision,  the  other  unite 
followed,  each  oompany  officer,  as 
he  came  to  a  point  almost  In 
line  with  the  Oovemor-Ocneral. 
giving  the  order.  "Kyee  right!" 
at  the  same  time  saluting  and  lowering 
hie  eword.  The  Independent  Squadron, 
which  followed  the  artillery,  made  a 
•plendid  Impression.  While  itaetrength 
was  not  great,  its  march  was  steady. 
Lieut  Robinson  and  the  corps  sdcct- 
e'd  from  the  5th  Regiment  for  overseas 
■ervloe  and  now  waiting  instructions  to 
move,  made  a  fine  showing,  and,  like 
thoae  which  had  preceded,  waa  accord- 
ed a  atlrrlng  ovation.  The  50th  Regi- 
ment, Gordon  Highlanders,  with  the 
tartan  uniforms,  lent  color  to  the 
scene,  and  was  smartly  led  hy  Major 
Korsythe. 

Unquestionably,  the  «7th  Battalion, 
which  was  next  In  line,  famished  the 
surprise  of  the  occasion.  A  few  weeks 
ago  there  was  no  such  establishment. 
It  has  been  mobilised  "  within  that 
period,  and  has  had  little  over  a  week 
of  actual  hard  drill.  Yet  it  would  have 
been  hard  for  one  without  long  military 
experience  to  have  found  .any  fault 
with  the  corps  as  it  marched  by.  in 
column  of  company  and  gave  the  salute. 
The  dressing  was  splendidly  held,  and 
without  any  apparent  effort.  Their 
steadiness  and  soldierly  bearing  waa  an 
exceptional  demonstration  of  what  may 
be  aocompllshed  by  a  lK>dy  of  enthusi- 
astic and  intelligent  men  animated  by 
one  object,  which,  in  this  case,  was 
the  acquiring  of  such  a  standard  in 
their  drill  as  to  prove  a  credit  to  their 
battalion  in   such  a   test. 

The  88th  Regiment,  Victoria  Fusiliers, 
undef  Lleut.-Col.  Rous  Cullln,  deserve 
more  than  a  few  words  of  praise.  From 
the  commanding  officer  to  the  buglers 
every  man  was  fully  equipped  and  obvi- 
ously possebsed  a  perfect  knowledge  of 
his  place  and  duty.  As  they  approached 
His  Royal  Highness,  the  fine  physique 
of  the  majority,  as-well  as  their  com- 
plete grasp  of  the  drill,  impressed  the 
crowd  and  elicited  a  spontaneous 
cheer.  It  was  natural,  in  view  of  their 
experience,  that  they  should  be  a  little 
more  finished  on  parade  than'  their  fel- 
lows of  the  other  units.  Tife  corps 
was  entitled  to  the  appreciative  ap- 
plause with   which   it   was  greeted. 

Vread  of  Onandn 

After  the  force  had  again  come  to  a 
stand,  the  officers  were  ordered  to  fall 
out,  and  were  honored  by  a  personal 
introduction  to  the  Oovemor-General, 
which  ceremony  was  followed  by  a 
short  address  to  them  by  the  latter. 
He  first  congratulated  them  on  the 
splendid  condition  of  the  men.  and  ex- 
pressed his  pleasure  at  meeting  Lleut- 
Col.  Ross  and  his  fellow  officers  of  the 
Willows  camp  and  at  having  been 
privileged  to  see  the  men  of  the  local 
training  centre.  Brief  reference  was 
made  to  the  need  of  discipline.  It  was 
absolutely  essential.  His  Royal  High- 
ness Ssserted.  He  did  not  think  that 
there  was  any  necessity  of  dwelling 
on  that  fact  before  his  hearers.  Thpy, 
no  doubt,  had  a  proper  appreciation  of 
that  phase  of  military  duty.  He  was 
exceedingly  proud  of  the  Canadian 
West.  The  nuinner  In  which  It  had  re- 
sponded to  the  call  for  men  was  ex- 
tremely gratifying,  and  the  gallant  way 
In  which  the  troops  had  behaved  when 
in  action  must  have  stirred  the  spirit 
of  the  people  of  the  Western  Prov- 
inces of  the  Dominion.  He  did  not 
think  he  could  voice  a  more  acceptable 
hope  on  behalf  of  the  units  which  he 
had  reviewed  than  that  they  should, 
when  put  to  the  acid  test  of  the  fir- 
ing line,  prove  themselves  worthy  of 
the  undying  glory  won  by  those  who 
had   gone  before. 

Canada's  response  he  said,  made  him 
proud.  It  had  made  the  entire  Kmplre 
proud,  and,  personally,  he  was  especially 
proud  of  being  the  Governor-General  of 
%uch  a  Dominion.  He  felt  sure  that 
every  Anglo-Saxon,  who  was  a  British 
subject,  resident  in  Canada,  would  do 
his  duty.  If  he  had  not  already  done 
so,   to   the  Empire. 

With  respect  to  the  war,  the  great- 
est that  the  world  had  ever  known,  he 
said  that  no  one  could  prophesy  how 
long  it  would  continue.  For  himself, 
he  could  not  help  feeling  optimistic, 
and  he  devoutly  hoped  It  soon  would  be 
over.  Of  one  thing  all  could  be  as- 
sured, namely,  that  every  man  who  en- 
listed with  the  colors,  or  who  w*nt  to 
the  Kmplre's  service  In  any  ..other  ca- 
pacity, would  be  doing  his  or  her  "little 
bit"  towards  the  maintenance  of  Jus- 
tice  and   liberty. 

BathnslaBtlo  Ohe4in 
The  Governor-Oeneral  having  taken 
Ms  place  at  the  saluting  base,  following 
an  inspection  of  the  cadets  and  boy 
scouts,  the  command  for  an  advance  in 
review  order  brought  the  brigade  to- 
ward him.  the  88th  Fusiliers'  Band  fur- 
nlslilng  music  for  the  short  march.  His 
Royal  Highness  was  given  the  royal 
salute  immediately,  after  which  he 
stepped  out  and.  raising  his  hat.  called 
for  three  cheera  for  Hla  Majeaty,  King 
George.  There  waa  a  ringing  responae 
from  not  only  the  military  but  the  civil- 
ians  in  attendance,  and  the  enthusiasm 
was*  equally  marked  when  Co.l.  Ross 
asked  for  a  similar  tribute  to  the  Duke 
of  Connaught.  The  parade  waa  brought 
to  a  conclusion  when  the  brigade 
marched  paat  the  Governor-General  to 
quartera.  all  again  coming  to  the  aalute 
as  they  pnnsed  the  Royal  Standard  and 
the   King's   representative.

the  Uaquimalt  defences.  ICager  to  catch 
a  flrst  glimpse  of  the  Governor-General, 
the  citisens  of  Ksqulmalt  turned  out  In 
large  numbers,  and  although  the  war- 
time regulations  prevented  any  but  the 
privileged  few  from  entering  the  navy 
yard,  many  people  lined  the  roadway  at 
the  entrance  gates  of  the  naval  station 
and  accorded  His  Royal  Highness  a 
rousing  reception  upon  the  arrival  of  the 
motoring  party  from   the  city. 

Punctually  to  time,  at  2:30  p.m.,  His 
Royal  Highness  arrived  at  the  dockyard 
and  was  met  at  the  gates  by  Rear-

place.  Without  further  formality  the 
Governor-General,  who  was  accompan- 
ied by  Col.  Stanton,  his  military  secre- 
tary; Major  Dufr,  A.D.C..  and  Capt.  the 
Hon.  P.  Leigh.  A.D.C.,  proceedejl  on  foot 
ap  the  avenue,  escorted  by  the  Ad- 
miral and  his  staft,  including  Pay- 
master Withers  and  Chief  Executive 
Officer  Lieut.  Guy.

The  guard  of  honor,  comprising  120 
men  of  the  R.N.C.V.R.,  No.'s  1  and  2 
companies.  Pacific  Coast  Division,  Com- 
mander J.  T.  Shenton,  officer  command- 
ing. Just  prior  to  the  arrival  of  the  dis- 
tinguished visitor,  had  been  marched  to 
the  parade  ground  a  short  distance  from 
the  entrance  to  the  dockyard.  The  men 
wore  the  No.  1  regulation  uniform, 
with  white  senate  hats,  and  carried  the 
service  rifle  and  equipment  The  officers 
wore  naval  frock  coats  and  carried 
■words. 

The  whole  comi>any  presented  a  very 
smart  appearance  as  they  lined  up  in 
double  fornoation.

rAItlS,  Sept.  17.— The  following  offi- 
cial communication  wau   issued   tonight: 

"Between  Angres  and  Souchcx  and  in 
the  sector  of  Neuvllle  struggles  by  means 
of  bombs  and  grenades  have  taken  place 
near  the  sapheads.  Our  batteries 
shelled  efficiently  the  German  works. 

"To  the  south  of  Arras,  on  the  front 
of  Crinchon.  the  artillery  is  still  very 
active  on  both  sides.  In  the  region  of 
lloye,  grenade  fighting  is  reported.  There 
also  has  been  a  well  sustained  fusillade 
between  the  opposite  trenches. 

"From  the  confluence  of  the  rivers 
Vesle  and  Aisne  to  as  far  as  the  Aisne- 
Marne  canal,  a  very  violent  cannonade 
was  kept  up  during  most  of  the  day. 

"Between  the  Aisne  and  the  Argonne. 
In  the  ravine  of  La  Fontalne-au- 
Charmes  and  at  Courtes-Chausses,  our 
canon  of  varloua  calibre  and  our  trench 
'guna  have  answered  the  enemy's  flre  and 
damaged  his  positions  at  several  points. 

"In  the  northern  Woevrc  and  on  the 
Lorraine  front  our  batteries  executed 
firing,  the  efficacy  of  which  was  ascer- 
tained. 

"In  the  Vosgcs  the  Germans  bom- 
barded Hllsenflrst  and  Hill  42&.  asd  to 
the  south  of  Steinbach  our  artillery 
poured  a  destroying  fire  upon  the  elec- 
tric works  at  Turckhelm." 

The  following  official  statement  was 
ls8ue<l   thhis  afternoon: 

"French  hydro-aeroplafies.  operating 
from  Port  Raid,  have  bombarded  the 
Chekaldere  bridge.  Inflicting  heavy  dam- 
age. 

"French  aviators  also  battled  with 
Austrian  aeroplanes  and  destroyers  In 
the  Adriatic  sea,  the  enemy  craft  re- 
treating. 

"An  artillery  duel  is  In  progress  in  the 
Artols  district  snd  also  at  several 
points  In   the  Argonne  district

French  financial  commissioners,  who  .are 
seeking  to  establish  a  mammotfi  credit 
lean  here,  and  American*  financiers, 
who  expect  to  supply  the  money,  were 
reported  to  be  at  odds  toniJiht  over  the 
burning  question  of  including  munitions 
of  war  among  exports  to  be  paid  for  by 
the  proceeds  of  the  loan.

Sir  Sam  Hughes  Says  Depart- 
ment May  Decide  to  Utilize 
Armories  for  Troops  In  the 
Smaller  Cities. 


TO.RO.NTO,  Sept.  17. —  Major-Oencral 
Sir  Sam  Hughes,  Minister  of  Mllilla, 
announced  in  ii#  Interview  here  tuUjy 
that  the  Department  may  adopt  an  un- 
expected policy  in  housing  troops  In 
training  this  Winter.  Instead  of  con- 
centrating large  bodies  of  troops  now 
in  camp  at  big  city  training  centres 
during  the  Winter,  the  Departnfent  may 
utilise  drill  halls,  armories  and  other 
buildings  iiT' smaller  cities  and  towns, 
and  diatribute  regiments  In  that  way.

"We 
will  probably  station  the  soldiers  in 
the  many  fine  drill  halls  in  smaller 
clllea  Why  rhoiilci  we  go  to  great  e«- 
rense  fitting  up  the  exhibition  grounds 
wl-en  we  have  Cne  drill  halls  at  our 
disposal?"

LORD  KITCHENER 

MAKES  NO  STATEMENT 


Prime  Minister  and  Secretary 
for  War  Are  Looked  to  by 
Public  to  Give 'Guidance  on 
Compulsory  Service. 


LONDON  Sept  17— Field  Marshal 
van  Hindenburg's  army  is  now  well 
astride  the  Dvinak-Vilna  lUllway,  his 
artvance  guards  having  readied  and  oc- 
supled  the  lown  of  Vidsy.  which  Is  a 
good  twenty  miles  east  of  the  line. 
The  wedge  which  the  German  com- 
niandor  haa  driven  Into  Uuxsin's  de- 
fence, seriously  endangers  both  Dvinsk 
and  Vlhm.  The  latter  town,  which  the 
Russians  once  ttefore  cvacuatfwl.  again 
has  been  left  to  an  army  which  will 
attempt  only  to  delay  the  German  ad- 
vance. 

All  government  institutiona  and  most 
of  the  factories  already  have  liecn  rr- 
moved  to  places  of  safety,  and  the  civil 
population  left  long  ago.  Probably  a 
more  determined  effort  will  be  made  to 
hold  Dvinsk.  which,  situated  as  it  Is 
on  the  broad  and  faat  flowing  River 
Dvlna.   can  offer  a  stronger  reslstnnoe. 

Along  the  rest  of  the  Eastern  front 
there  has  been  little  change  In  the  situ- 
ation. The  German  centre  has  made  a 
further  slight  advance  and  must  bo 
Hearing  the  railway  cast  of  Pinsk,  pos- 
session of  which  would  separate  the 
r.orthern  and  soutliern  wings  of  thi* 
Kusslan  armies  operating  on  either  side 
of  the  Pripet  marshes.  7*he  Russians 
always  have  affected  to  dlMrogard 
stibh  a  contingency,  luiwever,  clHlmlnur 
the  two  armies  are  nbli>  to  operate  In- 
dependently of  each  other  and  continue 
their  offensive  from  a  point  cast  of 
Kcval  through  Oalicla  to  the  Uuuma- 
nlan    frontieC. 

OaUolaa   Bfforta 

The  groat  effort  to  hold  the  present 
nne  in  Oalicla  doubtless  Is  dictated  by 
Near  tlastern  politics,  which  grow  mom 
ci-mplicateil  as  the  dnys  pnxs.  Itou- 
manla  alone  appears  to  bo  definitely  on 
the  side  pf  the  Quadruple  Kntcnte. 
Greece  apparently  Itas  decided  to  main- 
tain her  neut^ttlity.  for  the  lime  being 
ai  any  rate. 

Meanwhile,  the  Allied  Irnops  on  the 
Galllt>oll  I'enlnnulH  nr<>  taking  a  long 
rest,  which  is  only  occasionally  dls- 
trrbeil   by   Turkish   artillery.

17  —An  official 
description  of  some  of  the  effects  of  the 
last  Sieppelin  raid  upon  the  Liondon  dis- 
trict, written  by  an  Impartial  observer 
at  the  request  of  the  Home  Secretary, 
Sir  John  Simuii.  and  issued  tonight  for 
publication    follows: 

"While  it  is  absolutely  necessary  in 
the  interests  of  public  safety  to  main- 
tain the  rule  that  nu  unauthorized  ac- 
count shall  appear,  the  real  character 
of  the  outrages  will  be  better  under- 
stood from  a  collection  of  Incidents, 
each  verified  on  the  spot  and  vouched 
for  by  the  authorities  as  accurate.  The 
Home  Secretary  takes  the  opportunity 
of  stating  explicitly  that  the  total 
casualties  resulting  from  these  raids 
are  correctly  stated-  in  all  cases.  The 
list  Is  based  on  ^n.  exhaustive  .Inquiry 
by   the  police. 

VlQ  a  letter  feome  month«)  ago  Mr. 
Balfour,  First'  LArd  of  the  Admiralty, 
set  .forth"  the  ,r>*soia!i,  wh|oh  *  prevented 
the  Oovernmeilt  fi'om  disclosing  the 
exact  locality  in  which  damage  had  been 
done  in  the  various  Zeppelin  raids. 
These  reasons  remain  valid  and  there 
Is  no  intention  of  departing  from  the 
rule  adopted  to  prevent  information  be- 
ing made  available  for  the  enemy 
either  In  regard  to  the  routes  talcen  or 
the  places  and  buildings  on  which 
bombs  were  dropped. 

Balden  bose  Bearlaffa 
"The  exprlence  In  the  raids  last  week, 
combined  with  German  omclal  reports, 
demonstrate  that  commanders  of  Ger- 
man aircraft  often  are  grossly  in  error 
as  to  their  movements  and  they  have  no 
means  of  estimating  the  effect  of  their 
promiacous  bombardments,  materlaUy 
or  morally. 

"In  every  case  where  damage  nas  been 
caused  It  was  private  property  which 
BufTered  ami  in  most  eases  this  has  been 
of  the  small  residential  kind. 

"Almost  all  the  unfortunate  people 
who  have  been  killed  not  only  were  non- 
combatants,  but  non-combatants  of  a 
class  who.  hitherto.  In  the  honorable 
practice  of  olvllijwl  warfare,  have  been 
exempt  from  attack— women,  children, 
small  shopkeepers,  Worklngmen— the 
sacrifice  of  whose  lives  serves  no  mili- 
tary purpose  either  morally  or  ma- 
terially. 

"The  folly  and  futility  of  the  raids 
last  week  may  well  ba  Imagined  when  It 
is  remembered  that  the  London  district, 
taken  for  convenience  as  the  area  ad- 
ministered by  the  Metropolitan  police, 
la  Just  short  of  700  square  miles  in 
area.  It  was  by  hastily  dropping  at 
random  In  the  dark  explosive  and  In- 
cendiary materials  somewhere  t\  this 
enormous  surface  that  the  enemy  pro- 
fessed to  have  accomplished  an  Im- 
portant military  purpose. 

"The  fact  ig  that  no  public  Inatltution 
of  any  kind  was  hit,  nor  was  any  power 
station  or  arsenal.  No  damage  waa  done 
affecting  the  uae  of  any  building  con- 
nected directly  or  Indirectly  with  the 
conduct  of  the  war. 

■oapltala  wazvewly  SMaya 
"It  Is  true  two  hospitals  narrowly  es- 
caped damage,  but  it  is  only  fair  to  aay 
on  behalf  of  the  officers  of  an  army 
which  has  done  its  best  to  destroy  the 
cathedrala  of  Belgium  and  France,  that 
up  to  the  present  they  have  succeeded 
in  hitting  only  one  church. 

"So  far  aa  the  moral  effect  of  the  raid 
is  concerned,  it  is  feared  that  from  the 
standpoint  of  Berlin  It  was  a  complete 
failure.  If  Count  Zeppelin  himaelf  ac- 
companied the  raiding  aircraft,  aa  has 
been  reported  -from  Holland.,  ha  will  b« 
disappointed  tO'  learn  -that  only  .th*  Mi- 
nority-of  tbe  vaat  population  of  London 
was  aware  of.  the  presence  of  his  alr- 
ahlps:  that  among  those  who  heard  the 
gunfire  and  saw  the  Zcppeltna.  the  feel- 
ings Everywhere  areufted  w^a  laterast 
and  curiosity   rather  than   fear. 

"That  London  and  Ita  auburbs  aa  a 
comMaunlty,  faced  cAlmly  the  murderous 
efforts  of  these  raiders  la  in  no  way  a 
lOltlgatlon  ot  the  callous  and  purposeleas 
brutality  of  their  actions  or  the  traged- 
IM  which  have  followed.

"aiere  are  a  few  plcturea  of  the  effects 
accomplished  by  the  oAcera  artd  crew  of 
tlie  last  alrahip  which  vlaltad  Um  Lon- 
don diatrlct: 

"Somewhere  in  London  there  la  a  little 
street  with  a  public-house  at  the  comer. 

"Outalde  It  on  Wednesday  evening,  af- 
ter the  place  was  closed,  a  man  and  wo- 
man atood  ulklBg.  While  the  wamaa 
went  away  to  buy  siappar  tbe  man  waited 
for  Mr.  aod-  there  fell  at  bis  f*«t  the 
fVrst  'bomb. 

"It  klU<y^Ui«  OWB  outrlfbi  Mi4  blew 


pieces  of  paving  stones  on  to  'aurround- 
Ing  roofs.  It  blew  in  the  ffont  of  the 
public  house,  reducing  the  stock  to  a 
maas  of  broken  glass.  On  the  floor 
above  It  twisted  an  Iron  bedstead,  in- 
juring a  woman  who  was  sleeping  there, 
and  reduced  what  had  been  tha  carefully 
kept  living  rooma  of  a  smaU  family  to  a 
masa  of  soot,  dust,  plaster  and  broken 
glass.  In  what  conceivable  respect  did 
this  contribute  to  the  progress  of  the 
warT 

"In  another  i»art  of  the  area  over 
which  tbe  airship  passed  there  Is  a  big 
block  of  workmen's  dwellings,  which  are 
crowded  day  and  night  with  children.  A 
bomb  dropped  on  the  roof. 

"Directly  under  the  roof  was  a  little 
flat  in  which  four  children  had  their 
sleeping  quarters.  After  being  put  to 
bed,  two  of  them  got  up  secretly  to 
make  tea  in  an  adjoining  room. 

"The  bed  they  left  now  is  a  mass  of 
charred  and  blackened  sheets,  with  the 
mattress  torn  to  pieces.  They  escaped 
by  a  miracle,  but  in  a  small  bedroom  ad- 
joining the  other  two  children  were  in- 
stantly killed 

"These  buildings  are  strong  and  the 
bomb  did  not  penetrate  far.  You  can 
hardly  notice  the  damage  to  the  roof  if 
you  pass  in  the  street.  That  was  all 
that  was  happening  when  the  captain  of 
the  German  aircraft  professed  to  think 
he  was  visiting  docks  and  vitally  dam- 
aging the  port  of  London."

In  the  most  In- 
formal way  the  distinguished  viaitor 
made  hia  way  about  the  premlaes  and. 
coming  to  the  rear  entrance  of  the 
library,  the  corner  stone  of  which  he 
laid  some  three  years  ago.  and  finding 
the  Janitors  in  the  act  of  washing  down 
the  tiled  floors,  he  picked  his  way  past 
them  and  then  proceeded  unescorted 
throughout  the  building.  He  very 
greatly  admired  the  Interior  of  the  new 
library  and  expressed  himself  to  this 
effect  to  members  of  his  staff. 

His  Royal  Highness  shortly  after- 
warda  saw  6gt.-MaJor  Orchard,  an  under 
gardener,  at  work  on  the  lawns  of  the 
Parliament  Buildings  and  stopped  to 
chat  with  him.  Sgt. -Major  Orchard 
stood  to  attention  and  gave  him  a  mili- 
tary salute  with  such  a  trained  hand 
that  His  Royal  Highness  waa  led  to 
ask:  "Have  l  not  met  you  before r* 
Sgt.-Major  Orchard  replied  in  the  af- 
firmative, adding  that  he  had  been  with 
a  body  of  troops  reviewed  by  His  Royal 
Highness  when  he  had  been  In  com- 
mand in  Ireland.  The  Qovemor- 
Oeneral  expresaed  himaelf  as  delighted 
to  renew  acquaintance.

One  life  has  ben  lost,  property  damage 
to  an  extent  estlmsted  at  1500,000  baa 
been  dene,  and  train  service  demoralixed 
on  three  railroads,  as  the  result  of  the 
worst  flood  that  has  overwhelmed  this 
section   for  twenty-live  years. 

Thomas  Chrlsman,  a  Iranchman.  lost 
his  life  near  Pawhusket  while  attempt- 
ing to  ford  a  croek.  Two  bridgea  have 
been  washed  out  on  the  Midland  Valley 
Railroad  and  two  large  steel  highway 
brtdfes  were  swept  away  in  Osdge 
County,  several  hundred  feet  of  track  of 
the  Missouri,  Kansas  *  Texas  Railway 
and  Atchison.  Topeka  A  Santa  Pe  Ralt- 
robil  south  and  west  of  here  hare 
bten  washed  out  snd  hundreds  of  pas- 
sf-ngers   stranded    here.

NEW  YORK.  Sept.  17.— A  scathing  at- 
tack on  the  metiiods  of  German  censor- 
bhlp  la  contained  in  the  Social  Demo- 
cratic central  organ,  Vorwaerts,  which. 
In  Its  issue  of  August  28,  gives  a  steno- 
graphic report  of  the  speech  delivered 
by  the  Social  Democratic  Reichstag 
uelegate  Fischer  at  tlve  Reichstag  aea- 
alon  of  August  27.  in  his  speech,  Ilerr 
Klsoher  cited  cases  in  which  the  cen- 
sorship had  been  exercised  unequally 
over  the  press  of  various  political  de- 
nominations. He  was  interrupted  by 
cheers  and  shouts  of  approval  from  the 
Socialists,  while  the  members  of  tha 
other  parties  listened  in  silence.  In  hla 
speech.  Herr  Fischer  said: 

"The  right  of  assembly  and  reunion 
has  virtually  been  revoked  and  the 
worst  aspect  of  the  case  is  that  two 
btandards  of  measures  are  used.  Con- 
servatives and  National  Liberals  may 
discuss  the  war  goals  In  public  gather- 
ings, but  Kodal  Democrats  are  not  per- 
mitted even  in  closed  meetinga  of  tnelr 
members  to  discuss  either  the  war  goali 
or  the  prices  of  foodstuffs.  Uven  the 
jnanuscrlpts  of  addresses  must  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  police  at  least  sev«n  days 
beforn   meetings. 

"A  further  evil  in  connection  with 
the  state  of  siege  Is  the  so-called  pro- 
tective arrest.  Without  further  ado, 
anarchists  are  placed  under  protective 
arrest,  and  even  a  number  of  our  own 
comrades.  A  number  of  arrests  have 
been  made  also  because  of  alleged  trea- 
son committed  in  a  certain  pamphlet. 
I  will  not  go  into  the  details  of  these 
pamphlets,  but  I  may  declare,  in  agree- 
ment with  all  the  party  representatives, 
that  the  thought  of  injuring  the  inter- 
ests of  our  country  for  the  advantage 
of  the  interests  of  the  enemy  coun- 
tries, as  is  premised  in  the  idea  of  trea- 
son, was  not  In  the  minds  of  any  of 
those  arrested. 

VabearaUe  Coadlttoas 

"The  management  of  ihe  censorship 
han  brought  about  unbearable  conditiona 
jvnd  ,t  has  become  aotually  a  torture  to 
Ihe  political  press,  and  particularly  the 
."Social  l>emocratic  press.  The  Vor- 
waerts was  some  time  hbo  suppressed 
for  three  days  because  unintentionally 
a  stamp  of  the  cenKor  bad  not  been  ob- 
served. 

"A  few  days  ago  The  Deutsche  Tages 
TSeltung  (pan-German)  published  an  an- 
nouncement that  was  prohibited  from 
the  entire  press  in  the  interests  of  the 
Fatherland.  But  The  Deutsche  Tages 
Mitung  was  not  suppressed  on  that  ac- 
count. The  TaRlitfche  Rundf<chau  was 
forbidden  to  puMlsh  an  article  which  it 
had  received  fruni  the  Foreign  Office. 
An  article  of  Lleutenant-Oeneral  von 
Stein  was  permitted  to  be  published  in 
this  paper,  but  not  the  name  of  the 
author. 

"Alterations  have  been  made  by  the 
censor  that  were  actually  distortions  of 
Che  true  sense.  Articles  that  were  ap- 
proved by  the  superior  censor  were  then 
forbidden  by  the  (military)  oberkom- 
mando." 

Herr  Fischer  cited  many  inntanres  of 
the  burdensome  censorship  under  which 
organs  of  the  Hocial  Demociatic  party 
haa  suffered. 

"In  the  Rhine  country."  he  asserted, 
"this  battle  against  Tocial  Democracy 
appears  in  ita  moat  brutsl  form.  There 
wa#  cut  from  <,ne  of  our  newt'pspers  the 
sentence:  'Nothing  is  given  erat'.i  to  the 
worklngman.  .-nd  If  they  thompelvea  ex- 
ploit themselves,  then  the  history  of  a 
hundred  yearn  ago  wjlt  repeat  Itself 
and  they  will  go  away  empty  handed.' 
Instead  of  that  there  was  printed  in 
tbe  paper:  'It  is  a  raal'er  f>f  winning 
for  the  workera  e<i"a!  tlvll  rlahta.  T-at 
nrny  be.'  (Ix>ud  laughter).  Quite  unin- 
tentionally tbe  censor  rxpre«sed  here 
the  deepest  wish  of  his  heart  In  the 
paper.  A  letter  from  the  field  contain- 
ing the  wHI  of  a  fallen  soldier  was  rut 
out  bceauae  a  f^ioelnl  Democrat  point  of 
view   was   ^hown   In   It. 

"Almoat  Incredibly  abusive  assumiH 
tlons  of  power  were  taken  by  th«  ren- 
•or  In  the  treatm<«it  of  tha  text:  even 
If  he  allow*  ;he  thought  to  remain,  he 
cbangea  the  form  of  oxpreaalon."

"On  the  Save  front,  opposite  Bel- 
grade,  there  have  been  duels  between 
our  artillery  and  that  of  the  enemy 
posted  on  the  heights  of  Itejany.

•'On  the  night  of  the  12th-13th,  an 
enemy  detachment  succeeded  In  crossing 
the  Save  near  Zasavltaa.  but  was 
routed  by  one  of  the  patrols.  On  the 
night  of  September  13-14  the  enemy  at- 
tempted to  cross  the  Have  near  Careh- 
nitw«  with  two  bargeM  filled  with  »f)l- 
dlcrs,  but  we  prevented  him  from  cross- 
ing. 

"On  the  14th.  on  the  I>anube  front. 
we  prevented  the  erection  of  fnrtiflca- 
flons  near  Bajsctn.

XOMI3.  Sept.  17.— Vllhjalmar  Stef- 
ansaon,  chief  of  the  Canadian  Qdvern- 
ment  exploring  and  surveying  expedi- 
tion which  left  Victoria  in  June,  1»U.

two  companions  from  the  shore  of 
Northeastern  Alaska  In  March,  1914,  to 
seek  new  land  in  uncharted  seas,  did 
not  go  to  hia  death,  as  the  worid  had 
begun  tu  fear,  but  found  the  new  land, 
and  the  only  hardships  were  those  of 
short  rations,  he  says.  Stefansson  is 
wintering  at  Uanksland,  where  he  has 
a  large  power  schooner  and  a  small 
one.  lie  plans  to  explore  his  new  ter- 
ritory during  the  Winter,  and  next 
Summer  penetrate  further  Into  the  re- 
gion of  mystery  between  Alaska  and 
the  North  Pole,  where  no  ship  has  ever 
gone.  The  power  achooner  Ruby  ar- 
rived from  llerschel  Island  yesterday 
with  dispatches  from  Ste^ansson  to  his 
Government,  in  which  hd  omita  refer- 
ence to  the  perils  of  the  Journey  on 
the  ice  and  gives'  space  to  the  scien- 
tific researches  achieved.  He  seems  to 
be  quite  unaware  of  the  anxiety  his 
lopg  silence  arouseB.C,    '    ..  .   .; 

The  Southern  An(di?rson  wing  of  the 
expedition  is  pursuing  Us  scientific 
work  In  the  Mackenxie  delta,  and  re- 
ports no  mishap  except  the  death  of 
Knglneer  Dj^nicI  Blue,  of  the  power 
bost  Alaska.  This  Is  the  thirteenth 
death  among  members  of  the  expedi- 
tion. Klght  men  perished  on  the  Ice 
while  trying  to  reach  Wrangel  island, 
and  another  accidentally  shot  and 
killed  himself.  Another,  In  the  Xlac- 
kcnxie  River  country,  went  Insane 
while  lost  and  committed  suicide  by 
shooting.

OTTAWA,  Sept.  17. — Announcement 
was  made  in  Government  quarters  to- 
day that  Vllhjalmar  Stefansson,  the 
Arctic  explorer,  had  been  heard,  from, 
and  was  sife.  Stefansson  had  not  been 
heard  from  since  April,  1»14,  and  it 
generally  had  been  believed  that  he  and 
several  companions  had  been  lost. 

The  message  from  -Stefansson  was  to 
the  Naval  T>epartmant.  and  was  dated 
from  Balllle  Island,  August  Jl,  via 
Nome,  Alaska.  September  1«,  and  stated 
that  he  was  to  continue  his  northern 
explorations.     The   message   follows: 

"As  unavoidable  delays  threatenp^l 
and  the  running  cost  of  chartering  the 
Polar  llcar  was  high.  I  purchased  her 
.  and  engaged  her  on  terms  similar  to  the 
Karluk.  I  engaged  Hoff,  engineer  of 
the  power  schooner  Ruby,  to  take  the 
place  of  Blue,  of  Alaska,  and  engaged 
five  extra  helpers  for  the  southern 
party,  who  have  ample  outfit  for  a  year 
and  the  Polar  Bear  for  two  years.  My 
plan  is  to  continue  the  northern  ex- 
plorations to  143  degrees  west  and  82 
degrees  north,  if  the  northerly  course 
Is  secured."  ,

CON8TANTINOPLK  (via  courier  to 
Uedeceatcli),  Sept.  17. — Tlie  Turitn  liave 
resumed  the  metliodlcal  extermination 
of  Armenians  in  all  tlie  Provinces  of 
the  empire.  Krightful  acenes  are  beins 
enacted,  according  to  reports  brourtit 
here.  Women  are  belnc  ou traced  and 
sold  Into  slavery;  maiea  are  being  mas- 
sacred, and  whole  communities  driven 
oir  into  the  deaerts. 

Nearly  200,*00  Armenian  villagers  be- 
tween Ten!  Chedir  and  Afion-Karahis- 
sar,  in  Asia  Minor,  have  abandoned  their 
homes  and  are  fleeing  to  the  mountains. 
They  ara  pnrsued  by  irregular  bands. 
w4>o  are  shooting  down  atragginrs  and 
carrying  off  women  who  fall  exhausted 
by  the  roadside. 

In  some  villages  the  local  authorities 
have  presided  in  person  at  horrible 
scenes  of  massacre,  according  to  private 
advices  from  the  interior.  Women  and 
children  In  some  Instances  are  allotted 
among  civil  and  military  offlcers.  who 
were  given  carte  blanche  in  the  treat- 
ment of  the  helpless  Armenians.  Ro- 
bust hoys  were  sold  Into  service  in  pri- 
vata  families. 

The  Toung  Turks  ordered  the  deporta- 
tion into  the  Interior  of  all  the  Ar- 
menian Inhabitants  ol  Hmyrna.  but 
Hahmey  Bejr,  the  local  rail,  who  since 
the  beginning  of  the  war,  has  protected 
Krench.  Rngllsh  and  other  Kuropeans 
within  his  Jurisdiction,  refused  to  exe- 
cute the  ordar.  He  has  Just  arrived  In 
Constantinople  to  explain  his  action  to 
the  War  Office. 

I^  Tanlne,  the  official  organ  of  the 
Young  Turk  party,  announces  In  an  edi- 
torial, that  Turkey  will  not  be  aafe  until 
the  Armenians  ''Ither  are  exterminated 
or  forced  to  accept  the  Mohammedan 
religion.

We  read  in  an  ISastern  exchange  that 
all  letters  and  newspapers  addressed  tu 
newspapers,    or    to    persons    in    care    of 
newspapers,    are    subject    to   censorship. 
The  alleged  reason  for  thla  Is  the  fear 
that   Canadian   newspapers   may   receive 
pro-Uerman  articles  from  abroad.      We 
were  lately  In  receipt  of  a  communica- 
tion  from   the  Chief  Censor's  office  at 
Uttawa,  to  the  effwt  that  the  persons    in 
charge    had    no    dt^siro    to    interfere    in 
any   way   with  the  criticisms  by  news- 
papers of  acts  bt  the  Government,  and 
in    pursuance   of    this   gracious   permis- 
sion,   wo.  desire    to    say    that   anything 
that  may  come  through  the  malls  Is  as 
»=ttfe  in   the  hands  of  a  newspaper  man 
aH  In   those  of  any  official.     We  drslre 
to  make  formal  protest  against  the  ns- 
ftumptlon   by  any  person   in  Canada,  no 
matter    how    exalted    his    position,    that 
the  newspapers  of  the  Dominion  are  not 
to    be    trusted    to   exercise   ordinary   In- 
telligence  and   arc   not   animated    by   as 
high  a    patriotism   aa  any   official,   and 
to  assert   that   the  discretion  of  editors 
In  regard  to  what  ought  and  what  ought 
not    to    be    publishe<l    is   as    sound,    and 
likely  to  be  a  great  deal  sounder,  than 
tliat  of  an  official,  whoso  knowledge  of 
what    la   and    what    is     not     legitimate 
news  la  necessarily  very  limited. 

Home    weeks    ago.    The    Colonist    re- 
printed   from   an    ICn^Uah    paper   a  cer- 
tain article.     It   elicited   from   the  Cen- 
sor's ofrtce  a  polite  note  informing  us 
that,    while    the    publication      of     such 
matter    might    be    permissible    In    Eng- 
land,   It    was   not   suitaliie   for   publica- 
tion  here      If  it   has  come   to   this  that 
wfc    may   not    in   Canada     copy      things 
from    Kngllsh      newspapers,      the      next 
thing   will    be,   we  assume — It  certainly 
would    he    the    logical    thing— to    ce^Mor 
all   Kngllsh   papers   coming   to  (Tanadian 
newspaper    officers.      This- is    re.illy    a 
very    serious    matter.      It   appeals    very 
strongly    to    this    paper,    for    wo    have 
been    especially    enreful      to   avoid      the 
publication    of   anything    which    seemed 
even    Indirectly    open    to   objection.    We 
have  had  a  very  hard  deal,  to  state  the 
matter   frankly.       A   few   weeks  ago  we 
ware  forbidden  to  print  the  movements 
of   certain    lumber     carriers,     although 
they  had  appeared  in  the  Seattle  papers. 
We   obeyed,    but   a    few    days   later    the 
movements    of    these    ships,    where  they 
were   loading,   and    the   nature   of   their 
cargo,    and    their    doHtlnation,    app.-ared 
In    papers    printed   on    the    .Mainland   of 
British    Columbia.      Although      nil      the 
.world    is   told   when   ships   of   tlie    Brit- 
ish   navy,   or   l>elonging   to   any    of   our 
Alliea,   arrive   in    ICsi|ulmalt,      the     Vic- 
toria papers  are  expressly   directed   not 
to  mention  it 

If  a  little  more  attention  were  paid 
to  persons  of  German  orlnln,  who  talk 
sedition  openly,  and  less  to  the  news- 
papers, every  one  of  which  Is  loyal  to 
thu  core,  better  results  would  be  at- 
tained. Blncc  the  war  l>rgan,  The  Col- 
onist haa  never  received  thrnngh  the 
iiMli  a  paper,  pamphlet  or  letter  cal- 
culated or  dealgned  to  weaken  Its  loy- 
alty to  the  flag.  It  has  t>eeii  xhown 
such  things,  but  In  every  Instance  they 
have  come  through  the  malls  to  private 
Individuals.  We  protest  against  any 
linr  of  action  that  Is  a  reflection  upon 
the  loyalty,  patriotism  and  ordinary 
o«mnion  nenae  of  the  .newspapermen  of 
Canada.

The  only  item  of  interest  from  the 
Kantern  front  wa«  a  declaration  from 
Petrograd  that,  while  Mackensen  con- 
tinues to  advance,  the  Russian  position 
is  not  regarded  as  serious,  that  Vllna 
can  hold  out  as  long  as  it)  necessary 
and  that  RuF'Sian  pressure  upon  the 
enemy  in  Oulicia  Is  beginning  to  have 
un  effect  upon  von  HIndenburg's  opera- 
tions In  Courland.  The  fact  that  Russia 
has  summoned  8,000,000  new  troops  to 
the  colors  Is  taken  to  indicate  that  she 
has  recovered  from  the  shortage  of 
ammunition. 

There  was  no  news  from  either  the 
Dardanelles  or  the  Italian  campaign 
yesterday  calling  for  explanatory  com- 
ment. 


have  before  us  a  copy  of  The 
Cowichan  Leader  In  which  it  Is  stated 
that  there  will  be  some  difficulty  In 
nnancing  the  city  of  Duncan.  The  City 
Council  seems  to  have  made  an  effort 
at  saving  money  by  cutting  down  every- 
body «  pay,  but  we  obaerve  that  the 
Mayor  and  aldermen  each  enjoy  salaries. 
•Ithough  they  have  been  slightly  re- 
duced.  The  Mayor  is  to  receive  I28S.50 
and  the  aldermen  fl«2.00  each.  We 
«uppoBo  that  In  all  municipalities  the 
mayors  and  aldermen,  the  reeves  and 
councillors  continue  to  draw  salaries. 
The  law  permits  them  to  do  so;  but  It 
does  not  compel  them  to. 

We  suggest  that  In  all  cases  where 
the  municipal  duties  of  such  persons 
occupy  only  a  small  part  of  their  time, 
they  ought  to  serve  without  remunera- 
tion. If  the  sen-ices  of  a  mayor,  alder- 
man, reevo  or  councillor  are  only  of 
such  value  that  two  or  three  hundred 
dollars  a  year  are  sufficient  remunera- 
tion for  them,  they  might  not  unrea- 
sonably be  asked  in  times  like  the  pres- 
ent to  serve  gratuitously.  In  cities  of 
considerable  population  the  demands  of 
hlH  office  practically  occupy  all  the 
time  of  the  mayor,  and  probably  the  al- 
dermen arc  put  to  certain  out  of  pocket 
expenses,  which  the  small  sum  they  re- 
ceive doe*  not  more  than  recoup;  but 
In  other  cases  It  might  not  be  unrea- 
sonable to  ask  those  who  assume  the 
duties  of  municipal  government  to  be 
content  with  th«  honor  and  a  sense  of 
duty   discharged.

The  Hontroal  corre»pontUnB  nctietary 
of  the  Overfleaa  CJub  iMr.-  O.  U.  Ughl- 
biill)  has  JuHt  received  _  from  the  heaU 
office  in  London,  a  copy  of  a  letter  from 
tba  War  Ofltce,  dated  August  33.  In  which 
tke  Army  Council  raqucata  that  an  ex- 
proMion  of  Ita  thanks  may  be  con- 
voyed to  fhe  cltlsena  of  Montreal  for 
tboir  generous  gift  of  $1 1.7*8.74  (12,200) 
to  Uio  Royal  Klylng  Corps,  which  sum 
will  be  utilized  In  the  provision  of  a 
fighting  aeroplane  of  Government  de- 
sign. The  machine  will  bo  known  nn 
"Montreal  No.  1,"  and  nitlll  leave  for  Iho 
front  in  the  next  week  or  so.  If  It  hns 
not  already  gone  forward.  The  Army 
Council  expresses  its  high  appreciation 
of  tho  generosity  of  this  gift  to  the 
Ovaraoas  Club  aircraft  flotilla. 

The  particular  amount  In  question  was 
given  by  Mr.  Robert  tlampson.  In  ad- 
dition, the  British  Kmpire  Oraln  Com- 
pany has  given  a  like  amount  for  a 
Ntcend  machine.  Tho  Montreal  Board 
of  Trade  haa  Just  about  completed  its 
anbeeriptlon  list  for  the  third  machine, 
■nd  at  the  present  rate  at  which  money 
la  being  received  the  amount  required 
for  a  fourth  machine  will  noon  have 
been  oentftbutod  by  the  citisens  of 
Montreal.

L.leut.-Col.  J.  A.  Currie,  M.  P.,  of  Tor- 
onto, who  has  recently  returned  from 
the  front,  where  he  saw  active  service 
with  the  48th  Highlanders,  will  arrive 
in  Victoria  on  Tuesday  morning,  and 
will  be  a  guest  of  the  Canadian  Club 
at   luncheon  during   the  day. 

For  the  past  few  days  Mr.  F.  J.  Sehl, 
secretary  of  the  Canadian  Club,  has  been 
endeavoring  to  get  Into  communication 
with  Col.  Currie,  and  he  received  a  wire 
from  him  last  night  accepting  the 
club's  Invitation.  H«  is  now  In  Van- 
couver, where  he  arrived  recently  from 
Prince  Rupert,  having  made  a  tour  of 
the  Western  Provinces  for  the  purpose 
of  stimulating  patriotic  feeling  and  giv- 
ing the  public  a  first-hand  account  of 
the  part  Canada  has  played  in  flghting 
the  Empire's  battles. 

The  luncheon  of  the  Canadian  Club 
at  which  Col.  Currio  will  address  thtj 
members  on  "With  the  Canadian  Army 
In  Flanders,"  will  be  held  at  the  Em- 
press Hotel  at  1  o'clock,  and  members 
of  the  Women's  Canadian  Club  will  be 
asked  to  attend  to  hoar  the  distinguish- 
ed officer's  speech.

Real  Estate  Exchange  Asks 
City  to  Adopt  Course  Which, 

■Jt  Claims,  Would  Relifve 
Burden  on  All  Pg^r^ies. 


TOBACCO  FUND 


A  recofnfneodaUon  that  at  the  forth- 
comloa  tax  sale  arransemcnta  be  oiada 
by  th«  city  whereby,,  only  th«  actual 
amoynt  of  arrears  uf  taxes  and  coata 
for  which  the  land  will  be  sold  be  ra- 
Qulred  of  the  purchaser  Instead  of  the 
total  amount.  In  such  cases  where  th« 
land  put  up  for  auction  brlnsa  mora' 
than  the  charaes  aaalnat  it.  waa  ad- 
vanced by  a  d«*putatlun  of  members  of 
the  Victoria  Heal  KsUt«  Kxchange 
which  waited  upon  the  streets  com- 
mittee of  the  City  Council  yesterday 
afternoon.  Th«  discussion  covered 
many  phases  of  the  law  pertalnlns  to 
tax  sales,  including  the  advisability  of 
permitting  taxes  to  be  paid  in  instal- 
ments, flxlng  the  payment  In  such  a  way 
that  for  the  earlier  payment  a  larger 
rebate  would  be  granted,  such  rebate  to 
be  graduated  down  as  the  payments 
were  made  later  In  the  year,  etc.  The 
deputation  was  composed  of  Messrs. 
Cross,  Landsberg,  Bagshawe,  Crowe  and 
Fraser. 

Mr.  Cross  stated  that  the  chief  ob- 
ject of  the  Kxchange  In  seeking ,  tha 
meeting  had  been  to  urge  that  the  tax 
sale  now  beinx  advertised  be  poiitponed, 
hut  as  the  city  had  seen  lit  to  go  ahead 
with  the  sale  It  was  now  too  late  to 
make  any  change.  The  Idea  of  the  Ex- 
change wan  that  had  the  sale  been  post- 
poneil  a  number  of  out-of-town  mem- 
bers whose  lands  iiro  being  advertised 
rould  be  reached  and  arrangements  made 
for  the  payment  of  arrears,  thus  with- 
drawing the  lands  from  sale. 
WooM  Baa*  Bnrdaas 

But.  Mr.  Cross  pointed  out,  there 
were  other  phases  of  the  question  which 
might  well  be  discussed.  When  the 
sale  taken  place  bidding  may  be  very 
brisk,  with  the  result  that  lands  may 
be  sold  for  coiiNldcrably  more  than  the 
arrearH  of  taxes  'and  t-osta  charged 
agahiHt  them.  As  the  law  now  cxlHts 
the  owner,  when  he  comes  later  to  re- 
deem his  lands,  must  pay  the  bidder  8 
per  cent  interest  on  the  amount  over 
and  above  the  actual  chargen.  fcome  ar- 
rangement might  be  arrived  at  whereby 
the  purchaser  would  only  pay  the 
rhargcH  at  time  of  sale  and  not  have  to 
pay  the  balance  until  the  time  came  for 
him  to  secure  title.  In  that  way  the 
owner  would  not  be  called  upon  to  pay 
the  Interest  charge  on  the  surplus 
amount  which  the  bidder  offered.  He 
believed  that  the  law  would  permit  this 
arrangement  If  the  city  treasurer  at  the 
time  uf  the  sale  made  announcement  to 
that  effect. 

Mr.  Landnberg  believed  that  If 
prospective  bidders  knew  'tliey  would 
only  be  railed  upon  t(»  pay  In  the  aetual 
charges  at  the  time  of  sale,  and  would 
have  until  the  termination  of  the  re- 
demption period  to  pay  the  balance  due, 
there  would  he  brisker  bidding  and  the 
burden  would  he  made  easier  for  them 
as  well  as  the  owner,  an  the  latter 
would  not  be  required  to  pay  the  bidder 
8  |fi«r  cent  Interecrt  on  4he  surplus 
■  amount.  Mr.  Landnhcrg  al«o  favored 
some  system  whereby  a  graduated  re- 
bate would  be  allowed  for  tax  pay- 
i  ments  according  as  the  taxpayer  paid 
early  or  late  In  the  year. 

Considerable  discussion  took  plitco  on 
the  point  of  whether  the  two  years'  ex- 
tension in  the  redemption  period  as  an- 
nounred  by  the  Oovernment  should  be 
applicable  only  to  men  on  active  ser- 
vice or  to  all  property  owners  owing  to 
the  exceptional  conditions  which  have 
arisen  by  reason  of  the  war. 
B«Uaf  for  Taxpayers 

Mr.  Cross  pointed  to  the  fact  tliat  the 
Oovernment,  by  reason  of  the  mora- 
torium, had  given  relief  to  mortgagors 
and,  he  believed,  by  reason  of  such 
action  men  who  have  money  Invented  In 
mortgages  are  hard  pressed  to  find 
money  wherewith  to  pay  taxes.  He  be- 
lieved the  Government  should  go 
equally  far  in  ordering  that  tax  pay- 
ments need  not  be  made  during  the 
term  of  the  war. 

The  wisdom,  or  otherwise,  of  the  re- 
bate syatem  was  discussed  by  Alderman 
Hargent,  who  was  averse  to  it. 

Mayor  Stewart  explained  that  the  city 
po.ssesned  no  power  to  arrange  for  pay- 
ment of  taxes  by  lnstallment.s,  though 
at  the  forthcoming  convention  of  the 
B.  C.  Union  of  Mufilclpalltles  the  city's 
representatives  would  advocate  asking 
the  Oovernment  for  power  to  Institute 
such  a  system.  He  thoirght  It  was  a 
distinct  hardship  upon  the  owner  whose 
lands  were  sold  for  taxes  to  be  forced 
to  pay  a  heavy  interest  charge  upon  the 
stirplus  amount  bid  over  and  above 
actual  charges  for  arrears  and  costs,"  but 
whether  the  city  could  change  thin 
method  by  the  .ilfflple  expedient  of  hav- 
ing the  city  trea.furer  announce  at  the 
time  of  sale  that  no  surplus  would  he 
required  to  be  paid  In  by  the  bidder,  he 
WAS  not  certain.  That  would  be  a 
point,  to  be  paaned  upon  by  the  city 
solicitor. 

Alderman  McNeill  stated  that  the 
cHy  already  has  the  power  to  fix  stated 
periods  of  payment  of  Uxes  and  offer 
a  graduated  rebate,  but  so  far  this 
method  has  not  been  put   Into  effect. 

The  deputation  withdrew  with  the 
promise  of  the  Council  that  full  con- 
sideration would  be  given  to  the 
repreaentatlons  mad«.

A  saneral  atatament  of  ten  moatbs' 
working  of  the  Ov«ra«aa  Club  Toteoco 
Kund  was  publlahod  in  a  recant  tsaua  of 
The  Liondon  Times.  During  that  period 
contributions  from  members  and  the  pub. 
Uce  have  enabled  the  Fund  to  purchase 
tobacco,  cigarettes  and  chocolate  to  the 
amount  of  |2«9,M«.  Concerning  tha  In- 
creasing demand  upon  the  fund  The 
TimcM'  article  la  quoted  as  follows: 

"The  Overseas  Club  Is  now  the  chief 
channel  through  which  our  brave  men 
are  kept  plentifully  supplied  with  to- 
bacco, and  we  hope  all  the  readers  of 
these  llnees  wUI  ro'Joubla  their  efforts. 
We  can  assure  them  that  every  penny 
they  can  spare  la  urgently  neaded  if  we 
are  to  keep  pace  with  the  Increasing  de- 
mands made   upon  us. 

"As  Its  contributfon  to  the  work  of  the 
fund,  the  Overeas  Club  has  borne  the 
cost  of  organising,  postage,  salaries,  etc., 
so  that  all  the  money  subscribed  by 
friends  overseas  has  actually  been  spent 
In   the  purchase  of  comforts. 

"From  the  Persian  Gulf.  t:ast  Africa, 
and  .North  Rhodesia,  in  addition  to  the 
Dardanelles,  we  have  received  urgent 
appeals  for  more  tobacco.  L<ast  week  we 
forwarded  fifty  large  cases  of  tobacco 
to  Sir  Ian  Hamilton  for  his  brave  men 
in  Galllpoll.  Apparently  there  can 
never  be  too  much  tobacco.  This  is  what 
an  officer  in  the  2nd  Kast  Kenta  writes: 

"  'We  suffer  from  many  and  varied 
forms  of  attention,  but  we  can  never 
suffer   from    too   many   cigarettes.' " 

The  work  of  the  club  in  this  connec- 
tion has  found  a  hearty  response  from 
Canada,  where  practically  every  city  and 
hamlet  has  done  its  bit.  The  Overseas 
Club  has  received  from  Canada  over 
$10,000  since  October,  the  month  the 
fund  was  started,  and  150,000  parcels 
have  been  sent  to  Canadians  at  the 
front  during  the  period.  The  tobacco 
that  Is  being  sent  to  Canadian  troops  is 
uf  Canadian  manufacture. 

The  United  Service  tobacco  fund  has 
been  instrumental  in  collecting  and  dis- 
patching a  tidy  contribution  to  the  Over- 
seas Club  Fund.  The  sum  sent  during 
the  above  named  period  has  amounted 
to  nearly  |l,000,  or  the  equivalent  of 
about  4,000  packets  of  tobacco.  Itetters 
received  amply  testify  to  the  popularity 
of  the  undertaking  with  the  men  at  tho 
front.  ICvcry  acknowledgement  of  the 
rocalpt  of  packets  contains  expressions 
of  gratitude  slmlfar  to  the  following: 

"I  assure  you  they  greatly  appreciate 
your  kindness,  and  And  the  umokea  most 
welcome."  "1  am  sure  the  donors  would 
be  more  than  pleased  If  they  could  only 
hear  the  exclamations  of  pleasure  ex- 
pressed," and  "Thank  you  most  heartily 
for  your  splendid  box  of  cigarettes  and 
tobacco — at  all  times  my  men  are  de- 
lighted to  get  them,  but  now  more  than 
ever,  as  we  are  in  a  position  with  no- 
thing but  ruined  villages  all  round  lin, 
and  we  can  Iniy  absolutely  nutlilng."

president  of  the  Canadian  Kxpress  Com- 
pany; Captain  C,  11.  Nicholson,  man- 
ager of  the  O.  T.  v.  steamships;  Mrs. 
Cochrane,  wife  of  the  Hon.  Frank  Cocli- 
rane.  Minister  of  Jtailways,  and  Miss 
Cochrane,  arrived  In  Victoria  last  night 
«i>oard  the  steamship  Prince  Jtupert 
trom   Prince  Ilupert. 

WUile  at  Prince  Rupert  Mr.  Dalrymple 
and  members  of  the  G.  T.  1'.  executive 
met  In  conference  with  President  Chani- 
i»eriln  relative  to  the  continuation  of 
the  company  8  rail  and  water  service 
throughout  the  Winter  mo;ith8.  In  view 
of  the  steady  travel  over  the  company's 
system,  both  rail  and  water,  the  G.  T.  P. 
ottlcials  decided  to  continue  the  fast- 
trl -.weekly  service  Indeflnitcly.  which 
means  that  three  trams  a  week  will 
continue  to  oe  operated  In  and  out  of 
Prmce  Rupert,  and  the  »»oat.«i  will  oper- 
ate in  conjunction,  making  connections 
Willi  all  trains  in  and  out  of  the  north- 
ern  terminal.

•<iteail  of  ntaklng  for  the  enemy,  held  on 
her  course  as  though  she  had  not  seen 
the  periscope.  "Meantime  the  Italian 
submarine  had  also  become  awnrc  of  the 
enemy's  approach  and  proceeded  under 
cover  of  the  destroyer  to  manoeuvre  for 
position. 

The  destro.rtfr  now  altered  course  ap- 
parently, and  thi>  Austrlnii  submarine 
found  Itself  Bows  on  to  the  Italian.  Khe 
fired  a  torpcilo,  which  sped  harmlessly 
by,  and  therewith  the  strange  struggle 
began.  Kach  submarine  tried  to  ae'  Into 
ii  position  111  which  from  Its  own  forward 
tubes  it  could  send  a  torpedo  Into  the 
othci'H  side.  .VothIng  but  the  periscope 
of  the  Austrian  was  visible,  and  so  the 
two  manoeuvred.

The  very  (list  Children's  Chapter  to 
he  organised  In  Victoria  was  the  Daisy 
Chain.  The  pretty  and  suitable  namo 
was  given  to  a  Kroup  of  eighteen  little 
gIriM  on  April  29,  1911,  by  Mrs.  Henry 
Croft,  and  Mrs.  K.  H.  l>ay  was  the  flrst 
regent.

Tile  flrst  work  assigned  the  members 
of  the  chaftter  was  to  take  their  places 
In  the  "CrHdle  of  Kntplre"  float,  one  of 
the  prettlent  features  of  the  Coronation 
JJay  Festival  of  Kniplre.  In  the  Autumn 
the  chapter  adopted  a  lUtle  "Zenana" 
baby  in  far  away  India.  The  child  was 
christened  Oalsy  Victoria  and  has  now 
Krown  old  enough  to  write  to  the  so- 
ciety which  stil:  maintains  and  edu- 
cates her. 

Miss  Flora  Burns  flUed  the  position 
of  regent  for  some  time,  and  now  Miss 
K.  A.  McDiarmld  ixesldes  over  the  work 
of  the  chapter.  The  meml»ershlp  has 
grown  to  ihlrty-flve  and  the  girls,  little 
and  big,  form  an  industrious  and  self- 
reliant  body.  Not  only  are  they  tiulte 
determined  to  fulfil  the  obligation  they 
have  undertaken,  but  they  are  doing 
Red  Cross  work  and  helping  a  little  to 
support  the  poor  children  at  home. 
The  Rlrls  sew  very  nicely  and  some  of 
them  are  clever  at  performing  little 
plays.  Their  meetings  are  Interestlnx 
and  much  enjoyed.  Besides  their  kind 
regent  many  friends  take  an  Interest  In 
their  work.  One  of  these,  Mrri^  (Dr.) 
Hanington,  is  especially  helpful.  The 
ohildren  of  the  chapter  arc  growing  up 
to  he  loving  and  loyal,  as  n-ell  as  help- 
ful  Daughters  of  Kmplre. 


Tha  Ctaiusell's  Sapot 

Kor  more  than  a  year  the  Womt-n'M 
Council  depot  has  been  In  operation. 
During  that  time  It  has  relieved  hun- 
dredH  of  families  by  giving  employ- 
ment to  women.  It  has  made  It  pos- 
sible for  those  In  distress  to  dispose 
of  articles  valued,  but  not  needed,  ut 
a  fair  price.  Through  the  depot  many 
have  been  enabled  to  maintain  their  In- 
dependence who  would  otherwise  have 
bccoma  a  burden  on  the  community,  or, 
more  probably,  have  suffered  privation. 
Those  who  have  appealed  to  the  man- 
Hgenicnt  uf  the  depot  for  employment 
have    hud    their    confidence    respected. 

There  will  not  be  less  need  of  this 
Institution  this  year  than  there  was 
when  Mrs.  Kennedy  established  It  last 
Autumn.  While  many  men  have  ob- 
tained employment,  women  who  arc  d«- 
.pendent  on  theli-  own  efforts  and  who, 
fur  any  reason,  cannot  leave  their  own 
homes,  will  find  It  harder  than  ever  to 
get  work.  MaiT>'  of  these  are  expert 
needlewomen.  Hut  It  Is  nulte  impossi- 
ble to  find  !n  the  stores  sale  for  arti- 
cles much  of  the  value  of  which  lies 
In    beautiful    hand   work. 

Ladles  who  have  money  to  spare  can 
scarcely  do  a  greater  kindness  than  by 
purchasing  lace,  embroidery  or  other 
fine  needlework  or  by  giving  orders 
for  children's  clothing.  The  depot 
should  not  be  closed,  but  the  council 
cannot  keep  it  open  unless  It  Is  self- 
sustaining  or  nearly  so.  If  this  is  to 
he  the  case  those  who  purchase  fine 
underwear  or  such  accessories  as  coN 
lara.  handkerchiefs.  Infants'  clothing,  as 
well  as  the  more  aut»aiantial  wear  for 
school  children,  must  patronli*  the  de- 
pot on  Fort  Street.  It  Is  not  too  mnch 
from  anxiety  about  money  to  help  otn- 
er  women  wh.)  do  not  know  whera  to 
turn  for  empl.iyment. 

Amonc  the  nvthero  who  cannot  find 
time  to  niako  the  pretty  frocks  and  oth- 
er dainty  garments  they  like  their  little

girls  to  wear,  there  ahould  be  some 
who  could  give  orders  to  those  whose 
children  may  auffar  unless  they  can 
turn  their  one  talent  to  account  or  to 
th«  chlldlesa  women  who  must  support 
themsolvea. 

There  Is  a  danger  lest  In  homes  In 
our  own  city  there  may  be  want.  Those 
whose  privilege  it  is  to  relieve  It  nre 
engaged  In  work  directly  concerned 
with  the  relief  of  suffering  among  the 
soldiers,  whether  at  the  front  or  in  the 
hospitals.  The  depot  was  established 
to  prevent  suffering  at  home.  It  ha» 
proved  its  usefulness.  Many  a  woman 
has  been  accustomed  to  spend  on  dress, 
ornaments  and  pleasure  a  sum  suAclent 
to  empIo3'  many  women  who  apply  at 
the  depot  for  work.  Perhaps  some  of 
these  will  find  it  possible  to  aid  the 
president  of  the  Local  Council  to  help 
those   In   distress  to   help   themselves. 


Xoaaoka*»la«  for  0*Uo«*  eirla 

An  experiment  Is  being  tried  In  Wis- 
consin that  la  worthy  of  consideration 
by  college  girls,  their  mothers  and  the 
unlverblty  authorities  In  our  own  Prov- 
ince. It  appears  that  there  are  a  num- 
ber of  girl  students  attending  this  big 
school  who  have  a  desire  for  knowl- 
edge and  very  little  money  to  spend. 

A  gift  from  one  of  the  many  alumni 
associations  of  the  university  provided 
the  modest  sum  of  $80*.  With  this 
the  senior  girls  of  the  college  furnished 
a  cottage  near  the  campus,  large 
enough  to  accommodate  ten  girls  and 
their  chaperone.  The  furniture  Is  very 
simple  and  the  kitchen  and  dining 
room  equipment  sufficient  for  the  serv- 
ing of  light  meals.  The  girls  are  to  do 
their  housework  and  laundry  work 
themselvoa  and  prepare  their  own  break- 
fa.tts  and  Sunday  night  lunches.  Tn 
this  way  It  Is  hoped  to  keep  down  ex- 
penses and  lay  the  foundation  of  a  co- 
operative system  by  which  college  girls 
can  live  at  small  expense  and,  at  the 
same  time,  gain  valuable  training  !n 
housekeeping.         ^    . 

■While  It  is  evident  that  such  a  syn- 
tem  needs  oarcful  supervision  by  the 
student  body  inaugurating  it,  there  can 
be  little  doubt  that  it  Is  much  to  be 
preferred  to  the  ordinary  hoarding 
house  In  which  girls  are  allowed  to  live 
without  restraint  and  where  everything  is 
done  for  them.  Girls  will  not  study 
less  successfully  because  they  are  en- 
deavoring to  practice  economy  and  t<i 
serve    themselves. 


"Tk*  Xerolo  Vota" 
Under  the  above  caption  a  corre- 
spondent of  The  London  Dally  Mall 
writes  a  paragraph  which,  sad  as  it  is, 
brings  a  thrill  of  pride  to  British  hearts 
wherever   they   are: 

Xo  one  who  goen  alwut  London  today 
can  fail  to  be  struck  by  the  heroic  note 
of  many  of  those  who  have  suffered 
most  In  the  war.  All  of  us  today  know 
In  our  own  circle  of  acquaintances  par- 
ents who  have  lost  their  only  child.  I 
call  to  mind  one  father  I  know  who 
looks  shrunken  and  aged,  and  one  mother 
whose  thin  cheeks  and  dark,  deep-set 
eyes  tell  their  tale  of  sorrow.  Both  of 
them  lost  their  only  child— one  In  Flan- 
ders, the  other  In  the  Dardanelles.  But 
the  parents  try  bravely  to  put  their 
grief    behind    them.      "Our   son    Charles 

was  killed  on "  wrote  one  father  and 

mother  In  a  formal  notice  to  their 
friends.  "We  are  proud  to  have  been 
the  parents  of  one  who  gave  his  early 
manhood  for  Knglantl."  a  friend  of 
mine  wrote  a  few  days  ago  sympathlr.- 
Ingly  to  an  acquaintance  who  had  lost 
his  elder  son — a  young  m*n  who  had 
won  fame  In  civil  life — at  the  Darda- 
nelles. The  father's  reply  was  simple. 
There  was  no  mention  of  grief.  "Thank 
you  for  .vour  letter..  You  Will  be  glad  to 
know  that  our  second  son,  John,  has  ob. 
talned  a  commission,  and  Is  continuing 
his  brother's  work.  "  My  morning  pa- 
per prints  a  fine  letter  from  a  young 
Australian  of  fleer.  Lieut.  Meager,  to  his 
parents.  He  was  killed  In  action  at  the 
Dardanelles,  and  on  the  morning  that 
his  death  was  announced  hta  mother  re- 
ceived this  message  from  him,  written 
shortly  before  he  was  shot:  "During 
the  next  few  days  we  shall  be  facing 
death  every  minute.  If  I  am  taken  off 
do  as  the  Roman  matrons  of  old — keep 
your  tears  for  privacy,  steel  your  heart, 
and  get  a  doxen  recruits  to  All  my 
place.  Pray  hard  for  ma,  and  If  God 
wills  it  I  shall  see  It  through.  I  shall 
go  Into  action  with  n  clean  heart,  and 
If  I  emerge  safely  f  hope  t  shall  have 
justlfled  tha  confidence  of  my  com- 
manders." 

Men  like  these  can  he  killed,  but  the 
nation  which  produices  men  tike  them, 
and  parents  who  can  breed  such  stock. 
Is  going  to  pro^••  Itself  again  as  It  did 
In  the  old  daya-— tha  conqueror.

WASHINGTON,  Sept.  17.— Tlia  Paaa* 
ma  Canal  tiaa  b«en  claarad  of  racant 
alldeit  «o  that  nhlpa  drawlas  apt  inor« 
than  tweifty-alsht  re«t  may  naviRate 
the  waterway,  arcnrdinK  to  ofllclal  dla- 
patrhe.t  rrcrlTcd  at  Uia  War  Depart* 
in»nt. 


In  conflrnnatlo^  of  the  report  recently 
appearing  In  The  Colonist  to  the  effect 
that  the  former  tranapaclflc  liner  Ha^- 
preas  of  Japan,  of  the  O.  P.  R.  tieet,  wa« 
about  to  return  to  the  HonKkons-V'le> 
torla  trade,  olllctal  word  waa  received 
here  yesterday  statinc  that  the  Kmpresa 
of  Japan  will  sail  from  Honskong  next 
month  for  this  port  and  Vancouver.  As 
waa  previously  stated  the  Empresa  of 
Japan  Is  now  on  her  war  to  Hongkons. 
and  is  expected  to  arrive  at  tite  China 
station  about  Septenober  21,  to  be  re- 
fitted and  overhauled  for  the  mercan- 
tile  aervice. 

It  will  possibly  be  towards  the  latter 
part  of  October  before' the  liner  wlll^be 
in  a  position  to  get  away  from  Hong- 
kong with  passengers  and  cargo  for 
British  Columbia  SK>rts,  as  a  eonaider- 
able  amount  of  work  hsa  to  be  done  ou 
her. 

For  the  past  year  the  Empresa  of  Ja- 
pan has  been  operating  aa  an  auxiliary 
cruiser  In  the  aervice  of .  the  British 
Government,  and  lias  done  yeoman  aer- 
vice in  protecting  the  trade  routes  of 
the  Orient  and  In  the  Indian  Ocean. 

It  was  while  the  liner  was  on  her  out- 
ward trip  from  Victoria  last  Septembei 
that  ahe  was  requisitioned,  and  upon 
her  arrival  at  Hongkong  ahe  waa  fitted 
out  as  an  armed  cruiser. 

AcooatpUaheA  Baaart  Work 

Although  little  has  been  given  out  as 
to  her  movements  since  she  was  taken 
over,  one  amart  performance  of  the  Em- 
press of  Japan  was  allowed  to  pass 
through  the  hands  of  the  censor.  8he 
was  successful  In  running  down  the 
iCJerman  armed  merchantmen  Exford.  a 
British  freighter,  owned  by  Mess.a. 
Tatem  &  Co..  of  Cardiff,  which  had  been 
captured  by  the  raiding  German  cruiser 
Emden  and  converted  into  a  commerce 
destroyer,  armed  with  guns  from  the 
Teuton  cruiser.  After  the  captured  ves- 
sel  had  been  taken  to  the  nearest  port 
her  armament  was  removed  and  she 
was  returned  to  her  owners  and  is  now 
again  plying  In  the  mercantile  aervice 
under  the  British  flag. 

Captain  Dixon  Hopcraft,  wha  Is  an 
R.  X.  R.  man,  has  been  In  command  of 
the  Empress  of  Japan,  and  will  return 
to  this  coast  with  her,  it  is  understood. 
The  xeleaae  of  the  liner  will  be  wnl- 
comed  by  the  C.  P.  R.,  which  company 
has  had  its  transpacinc  schedule  com- 
pletely disrupted  for  a  year,  owing  to 
wholsale  requisitions. 

Travel  was  never  heavier  from  British 
Columbia  ports  to  the  Orient  than  at  the 
present  time,  a  condition  brought  about 
by  the  withdrawal  of  American  steam- 
ship lines  from  the  transpacific  trade.

Saving  of  Time  by  Panama 
Route  Benefits  Merchant- 
men Operating  Between  At- 
lantic and  Pacific  Ports.

Crown  of  Granada  Ordered 
North  From  Santa  Rosalia 
to  Load  as  Extra  Boat  In 
Homeward  Service. 


According  to  advices  reaching  here, 
the  British  steamer  Crown  of  Granada, 
Captain  Falconer,  of  the  Crown  fleet, 
which  Is  now  reported  at  Uanta  Rona- 
lla.  is  to  come  t3  North  PaolfIc  and 
British  Columbia  ports  to  load  in  the 
homeward  service  of  the  Harrison  Di- 
rect Line.  The  Crown  of  Granada  wlil 
be  the  third  txtra  vessel  sent  to  this 
Coast  by  the  Harrison  Line  since  Au- 
gust. 

in  addition  to  the  vessels  maintain- 
ing the  regular  monthly  schedule  of 
the  line  between  Glasgow  anil  biverpool 
to  Victoria  via  the  Panama  Canal,  the 
Harrison  Line  recently  brought  out  the 
steamers  Crown  of  Galicla  and  Ormls- 
lon.  These  two  vessels,  together  with 
the  regular  steamer  Discoverer,  nr« 
now  en  route  to  the  ynited  Kingdom 
with    cargoes    of    foodstuffs. 

The  Crown  of  Granada  Is  expecte<I 
to  arrive  on  the  Coast  to  go  on  beriu 
in  October.  By  the  operation  of 
those  extra  ships  the  ilarrlHon  Line 
has  two  salllnas  u  month  from  this 
Coast  to  handle  tlie  Mg  freights  that 
are  offering  for  the  United  Kingdom. 

This  Is  the  busiest  time  of  tlic  year 
with  t*e  salmon  and  fruit  canning  ex- 
port season  at  its  height.  ■" 

The  Crown  boats  are  owned  \)y 
Mc«sr.<».  I'rontioe.  .Service  &  HcnUerfm, 
of  Glasgow,  which  firm  has  a  worklnR 
arrangement  with  the  Harrison  Lin.', 
the  combined  service  being  known  us 
tlie    Harrison    Direct    Line. 

Otviiiaa  Oats  Away 

The  Harrison  ntramship  Civilian, 
Captain  Ga'idlc,  which  wax  dflayeil 
here  two  days  owing  to  th»'  longnhoro- 
incns  dispute,  Ifft  port  dnrlnc  the 
night  for  Vancouver.  AVhIle  here  the 
Civilian  discharged  5iio  tons  of  general 
cargo,  and  took  aboard  2.000  cases  of 
canned  salmon,  40,SoO  feet  of  lumber 
and  seventeen  cases  of  Provincial  ex- 
hibits destined  for  the  new  British  Co- 
in mbla  Building  In  London.  After  com- 
pleting at  Vancouver  the  Civilian  will 
shift  to  Keattle  and  Tacoma,  and  will 
later  proceed  to  San  FranclMco  to- com- 
plete her  outward  cargo.  Mhe  1h  tak- 
ing to  the  United  Kingdom  «  cargo 
amounting  to  approximately  12,000 
deadwelxbt   tons. 


The  sreatest  aaving  of  time  accom- 
plished by  means  of  the  Panama  Canal 
route  Is  to  vessels  operating  In  the 
coaatwisc  trade  between  Atlantic  and 
iPaclfic  ports.  A  vessel  running  from 
New  York  to  Sin  Kranclaco,  for  In- 
stance, at  an  average  rate  of  nine  knots 
an  hour  would  s^ve  thirty-five  and 
nine-tenths  days  more  than  if  the  voy- 
age were  taken  on  the  old  route 
through  the  Strait  of  Magellan.  A  six- 
teen knot  boat  would  save  twenty  days. 
But  to  Honolulu,  half  way  acroaa  the 
Pacific  Ocean,  the  saving  would  be 
Vthirty  daya  for  the  nine-knot  boat  and 
seventeen  days  for  the  sixteen-knot 
boat.  The  farther  doa^n  the  Pacific 
Coast  of  South  America  that  one  goes 
the  saving  accomplished  by  the  Pana- 
ma Canal  gets  less.  At  Valparaiso  the 
saving  Is  seventeen  days  for  the  nine- 
knot  boat  and  eleven  days  for  the  slx- 
teen-knot  boat.  Across  the  ocean  to 
Yokohama  the  saving  would  be  the 
same,  but  farther  south  to  Shanghai 
the  the  saving  would  oe  only  eight 
days  and  five  days  respectively  for 
vessels  of  the  speeds  Indicated.  Of 
Australian  ports.  Adelaide  shows  the 
least  saving  with  seven  and  a  half  days 
/or  the  nine-knot  boat  and  four  days 
JTor  the  sixteen-knot  boat  Melbourne 
and  Sydney  trips  would  be  twelve  and 
eighteen  days  shorter,  and  Wellington. 
N.  Z.,  eleven  days  shorter  for  the  nine- 
iknot  boat. 

Umflmt  rrsB  a«rsps 
From  European  ports  the  saving  Is 
greatest  from  the  most  northerly  ports. 
The  saving  \n  time  of  a  nine-knot  boat 
from  Liverpool  to  San  Francisco  would 
be  twenty-five  and  seven-tenths  days 
and  from  Gibraltar  twenty-two  and 
two-fifths  days  The  saving  from  Liv- 
erpool is  also  seen  to  be  ten  days  less 
than  from  New.  York,  and  for  western 
ports  of  South  America  much  less.  The 
saving  from  Liverpool  to  Valparaiso, 
for  example.  Is  only  six  and  three-flftha 
days  more  than  the  old  way,  and  te 
Wellington,  .V.  Z.,  practically  the  same. 
It  Is  therefore  evident  that  in  build- 
ing the  Panama  Canal  the  people  of 
the  United  States  had  most  to  gain 
from  It,  and  that  In  paying  the  dues  of 
the  canal  there  Is  a  smaller  difference 
between  the  amount  of  those  dues  anl 
the  cost  for  the  extra  travel  saved  tor 
European  vessels  than  there  Is  for 
those  coming  from  American  ports. 
The  difference  Is,  of  course,  large 
enough  to  Attract  the  majority  of  ves- 
sMh  through  the  canal,  btlt  the  great- 
est opportunity  Is  for  the  coast  to 
coast  trade  of  the  United  States,  and, 
It  Is  possible,  of  Canada,  as  well,  on 
some  cargoes.  If  rates  can  be  given 
that  compare  favorably  with  railroad 
freights   across   the   Continent.

According  to  The  News,  tne  Cabinet 
members  In  favor  of  conscription  have 
pledged  themselves  to  resign  if  an  ef- 
fort to  launch  the  conacrlptlon  fight  In 
Parliament  next  Tueaday  falls. 

The  News  Is  a  supporter  of  tbe  Lib- 
eral element  of  Parliament,  and  asserts 
that  the  pro-conscriptionlsts  will  at- 
tempt to  force  a  general  election  on  the 
question.  It  also  maintains  that  the 
resignation  of  these  men  would  place 
the  nation  in  direct  peril.

WHAT  THE  BRmSH 


HAVE  AdfUSHED 


American  Newspaper  Sums  Up 
the  Achievements  of  Empire 
Since  the  Outbreak  of 
War. 


The  following  article  ia  uken  from 
The  Nawa  Leader,  Kicbmond,  Virginia: 

"A  year  ago  Great  Britain  bad  the 
largest  navy  and  the  amallest  atanding 
army  of  any  of  tbe  great  European 
powers.  Her  total  mlliUry  esUbllsb- 
ment  was  2(1,000  white  man,  of  whom 
70,000  were  stationed  In  India.  Ger- 
many ^ad  more  Arst-llna  men  on  the 
Fronch  frontier,  when  the  war  began, 
than  Great  Britain  bad  all  over  the 
world.  The  total  Brltiab  force  Imma- 
diately  available  for  aervico  on  tba  con> 
tinent  waa  scarcely  18  per  cent  of  tba 
army  Germany  kept  with  the  colore  in 
times  of  the  most  profound  peace.  Her 
field  ordnance  and  her  reserve  of  araall 
arms   were   in  proportion. 

Yet  here  Is  what  she  has  done: 

1.  She  haa  bottled  up  the  German 
navy  in  the  Kiel  Canal  ao  securely  that 
not  a  German  vessel,  other  than  a  aub- 
marine.  haa  ventured  into  tbe  North  Sea 
aince  January  24.  whan  the  Bluecber 
waa  sunk.  ^ 

2.  She  has  completely  driven  the  Ger- 
man flag  from  the  seas  of  the  world. 
The  only  German  merchantmen  not  now 
interned  or  tied  up  in  home  ports  ara 
those   In   the  Baltic  Sea. 

3.  She  has  destroyed  or  forced  into 
Internment  every  German  man-of-war 
absent  from  home  waters  on  the  out- 
break  of  the  war. 

4.  She  haa  raised,  equipped  and  put  In 
the  Held  more  than  2,000.000  men,  in 
addition  to  those  available  last  August. 
AH  these  troops  are  amply  supplied 
with  arms,  uniforms,  transport,  etc. 

5.  She  bus  multiplied  the  output  of 
her  arms  factories  more  than  twenty 
times,  and  she  has  increased  by  700  per 
cent  the  aircraft  available  for  her  forces 
l»kt  August. 

9,  She  Is  financing  the  Belgian  and 
Serbian  governments  and  has  loaned 
large  sums  to   Itussia  and   to   Italy. 

7.  She  haa  Heir.ed,  in  Africa,  German 
colonial  poMsensionH  ...  ;  In  the 
Orient,  with  the  assistance  of  Japan,  she 
has  hauled  down  the  German  flag  from 
every  settlement,  every  island  and  every 
coaling  station  that  pwed  allegiance  to 
the  Kaiser. 

8.  She  landed  in  France  a  small  force, 
approximately  110,000  men,  at  a  time 
when  these  reinforcements  enabled 
General  Joffre  to  form  an  army  that 
took  von  Klurk  In  flank  on  the  Ourcq. 

9.  In  the  battle  of  the  Marne  the  Brit- 
ish led  thn  attack  that  drove  back  the 
German  hoKt  from  the  approanhes  to 
Paris;  in  the  battle  of  the  Alsne  they 
forced  the  crossings  of  the  river  and 
again  enabled  General  Joffre  to  in- 
augurate Hanking  tactics. 

10.  Transported  to  the  Tser,  the  Brit- 
ish took  the  Tpr«>H-La  Bassee  line  and 
held  It  aKainHt  rontinuous  attacks  from 
October  16  tn  November  6,  and  again 
from  November  10  to  the  end  of  De- 
cember. These  attacks  were  Intended  to 
open  the  roHd  to  Caluls,  were  of  the 
most  vital  importance  to  the  Allies  and 
cost  the  Germans  200.000  men. 

11.  The  BritiBh  were  entrusted  by 
General  Joffre  with  the  front  where  the 
Germans  were  strongcBt,  and  they  have 
been  subjected  to'  more  constant  and  un- 
remitting attacks  than  have  been  de- 
livered by  the  GermanH  against  any  of 
the  other  Western  defences. 

12.  After  nine  months'  flghttng  on  the 
Tpres  line,  despite  the  fact  that  the 
Germans  have  repeatedly  hurle<l  their 
best  troops  againnt  the  front,  the  Brit- 
ish lines  today  are  at  no  point  farther 
to  the  westward  than  when  the  Ger- 
mann  begun  their  assault.  On  most 
parts  of  the  front  the  British  hava 
gained  ground. 

13.  The  British  have  supplied  76  per 
cent  of  the  men  and  ships  employed  in

TO  IT.ALLiN  FRONT 


Troops  of  King  Victor  Believe 
They  Are  Waging  War  of 
Just  Revenge — Find  Aus- 
trians  Stubborn  Fighters. 


We,  tile  little  sreup  of  Brltlah  corrcs- 
poadenta  who  have  been  waltlnc  In  Rome 
for  leave  to  follow  the  Italian  army  snd 
have  been  flnding  Rem*  an  all  too  eternal 
city,  received  our  authorisations  at  the 
cloae  of  fast  week,  writes  J.  U.  X.  Jeffrlea, 
from   Breacia,  oa  Anguat  la. 

Somewhere  Italy  maintains  a  Mlnlttry  of 
Kindnesa,  tbe  offlclala^of  which  are  dtf- 
fuaed  throuch  all  her  other  Mlnlatrlea. 
When  we  arrived  here  In  Breads  we  were 
received  by  Oeaeral  Porro,  the  a«cond-la- 
command  of  the  army,  who  motored  over 
from  General  Headquarters  to  areet  ua. 
The  aeneral  command,  he  said,  had  never 
been  under  the  Impreaalon  that  the  plain 
atatement  of  facts  ia  Its  own  communlquea 
reaponded  to  the  aewa  hunger  of  the  people, 
craving  for  ampler  and  mere  personal  and 
human  detalla  of  the  army  ngbtlnK  for 
theira  and  tbe  common  cauae.  "Your 
work,"  he  aald,  "la  an  integral  part  of  the 
great  general  task;  In  momenta  of  aucceaa 
you  e,«n  put  ceafldence  and  la  moments 
of  reverae  you  can  put  reaolve  Into  the 
hearta  of  all;  you  manufacture  tbe  muni- 
tions of   the  aplrit." 

Hara,  mentioning  bow  Bresola  haa  been 
In  the  conqueror' a  grip,  I  may  touch  on  a 
fact  I  beltove  inaufflclently  realised  at 
home.  We  do  not  know  how  far  Italy  haa 
ber  heart  in  thU;  we  do  not  know  enough 
that  Italy  la  waging  war  of  Juat,  almoat 
of  divine,  revenge.  Through  all  the  north 
of  thla  country,  through  all  thIa  umibard- 
Venetian  region,  wherever  you  paaa  yoj  sea 
veatlges  and  romembraneca  of  the  Auatrlan 
rule  which  was  ao  cruelly  and  bitterly  ex- 
erclaed  here  over  an  unwilling  people— a 
rule  which  inatructed  ita  subjects  with 
prlaon,  fed  them  wltli  ths  bayonet,  and 
ralaed  their  bearu  to  loyalty  en  the 
gallows. 

"Hyeaa"  Hayaaa 

I  wonder  what  proportion  of  Britiah 
people  la  aware  that  it  waa  only  In  18(>< 
that  Veaetla  (the  Province  of  Venice) 
paaaad  Into  the  hands  of  an  Italian  tiov- 
ereign:  that  Venice,  Milan,  Mantua,  Brea- 
cia, Verona,  and  many  another  town  the 
names  oc  wbleh  are  to  onr  ears  instinct 
with  the  aoul  of  Italy  were  till  about  the 
middle  of  the  laat  century  In  the  bljody 
enough  handa  of  the  AuatrlanaT  In  the 
smaller  places  you  will  see  memorials  nf 
tea  hanged  bere  and  twenty  shot  there, 
men  who  roae  againat  their  foreign  taalt- 
maatera.  StreeU  are  called  after  the 
"Martyra  of  Belfiore"  or  the  ".Martyra  of 
Milan":  at  Udlne  the  bonea  of  many  whs 
auffered  are  gathered  together  in  a  c:>m- 
men  memorial.  In  this  town  of  Breacia 
there  ia  a  atreet  called  the  "Street  «f  Ten 
Daya,"  tbe  ten  daya  during  which  the  city 
withatood  the  notorloua  Auatrlan  marshal 
and   maaaacier,   "Hyena"    Haynan. 

It  la  well  that  Kngllsh  people  Should 
Itnew  what  the  Italian  aoldlera  carry  <ti 
their  memory  now  that  they  are  con- 
fronted   with    Auatrla. 

The  Itallana  when  war  waa  dclsrcd 
were  Ip  th«  position  of  a  football  team 
playing  up  a  hill  with  the  sun  in  their 
eyea  against  opponenta  whoae  goal  they 
could  not  see.  But  that  magntflcent  uni- 
form forward  ruah  of  May  :t  and  the  auc- 
ceedlng  daya,  that  magnificent  scaling  of 
mountalna  and  awimming  of  rivera,  ihst 
aurge  aa  of  a  triumphant  tide  ever  dike* 
and  breakwaters  to  the  shore  It  owna — that 
baa  enabled  Italy  to  fight  Auatrla  aa  man 
to  man  and  atrlke  with  a  ahock  of  aur- 
prlae   the   rmOdent    generala   of   Auatrla. 

Some  of  tbe  reaulta  of  thla  great  for- 
ward movement  I  aaw  yeaterday  when  I 
went  for  the  flrat  time  Into  one  of  the 
sectors  wrestad  from  Auatrlan  rule.  It  ia  a 
quiet  aeetor,  which  haa  not  troubled  the 
communique  for  a  good  time,  all  lying  to 
the  weat  .if  Lake  Oarda,  where  a  greedy 
Auatrlan  tongue  projecta  Into  Italy  between

the  lake'  and  the  amaller  lake  of  Idro. 
That  tonguo  has  now  been  put  back,  and 
there  la  a  proper  atralghi  frontier  line. 

We  came  to  the  acctor  by  one  of  thoae 
fine  roads  with  which  Italian  cnglneera 
trim  the  rougheat  mouhtain  aldea;  then  a 
atretch  of  I.«ke  Idro,  and  I  could  see 
where  the  bank  ended — a  village  and  a 
church  with  a  gilt  cupola  on  ita  bell- 
tower,  Ponte  Caffaro,  the  old  frontier  vil- 
lage. I  got  out  of  the  car  and  walked 
over  the  bridge  which  uaed  to  separate  the 
two  dominions.  Nothing  elae  aeparated 
them;  the  houaea  on  the  far  aide  (a  little 
later,  by  way  «f  a  punning  aalutatien,  wo 
let  out  our  exhaust,  aa  our  car  psaaed  into 
ex-Auatria)  are  aa  Italian  in  feeling  and 
ronatrttotlon  aa  thoao  on  the  near.  On  the 
flrat  house  of  any  else  was  a  large  tablet 
let  Into  the  wall  with  the  inacrlptlon, 
"Regno  d'  Italia,  Commune  di  Lodrone 
(Kingdom  of  Italy.  Commune  of  Ledrone), 
and  the  little  main  atreet  waa  called  "Via 
24    Msgglo."      (May    2i-Btrcet). 

On  that  date  the  Itallana  poured  over 
the  frontier  and  aurpriaed  the  Auatriana  in 
Ponte  Caffaro  and  L/>drone  and  the  sur- 
rounding vlllsgea,  and  made  them  all 
prlaonerx.  There  wsa  no  time  for  the  Ans- 
triana  to  organize  any  real  oppoaltion,  and 
the  Italian  advance  heresbouta  haa  turned 
Into  a  most  effective  occupation. 
Italy'a   Ftarm    Hold 

Yeaterday  there  were  aoldlera  everywhere, 
but  they  were  like  aoldlera  at  home  In 
peace-time,  engaged  In  more  or  lesa  civilian 
puraulta,  cycling,  carpentering,  shoeing 
horaea,  building  houaea,  doing  everything 
that  pointed  to  a  Arm  and  unmolrated 
hold  on  the  land.  Home  were  engaged  In  the 
thoroughly  civilian  occupation  of  rcatlng. 
Few  of  the  real  civilian  population  haa 
been  left  by  tbe  Auatriana;  I  saw  only 
women    and    children. 

Thla  redeemed  Italy  waa  «  charming 
land  there  cloae  to  the  old  frontier,  full  of 
cheatnut  treca  and  green  slopes,  snd 
flanked  by  mountain  aides,  but  we  puahed 
on  farther  to  have  a  glimpoe  of  the  enemy. 
If  poaaiblc.  Daryo  we  paased  through  and 
Storo,  a  place  of  unbelievable  plctureaque- 
neaa,  and  with  a  great  aanltary  future  be- 
fore it.  Everywhere  we  paaaed  waa  the 
Italian  aoldler;  kindeat  and  l>eat  of  mea, 
In  hla  excellent  uniform,  which  runa  ours 
very  cloae,  going  quietly  about  hfa  work, 
InduatriouB,      willing,      and      cheerful,      tbe 


prince  of  Invadera.  But  after  all  be  ia 
only  returning  home  here. 

The  eneiny  that  Ilea  before  the  trenches 
la  very  cautioua.

"Impossible."  you  say.  "The  front  is  coi 
long."  The  front  Is  a  long  one,  certainly. 
From  the  Gulf  of  Riga  to  the  Roumaalsn 
frontier  is  a  distance  of  6(0  mllaa.  But 
thera  is  no  Impossibility  about  the  holding 
of  such  a  front  by  German  means.  "A 
machine  gun  every  209  yards'*  Is  the  lowest 
estimate  I  have  seen  of  their  fortlflod 
strength  m  France  and  Flanders.  Thay 
themselves  say  they  have  twice  that  many, 
10  wit,  95,000,  which  would  give  o.ie  to 
every  hundred  yards.  Their  armament  f*c- 
toriea  are  turning  out  these  weapons  with 
rapid  regularity.  The  part  of  wisdom  t* 
to  suppose  that  they  can  do  what  thoy 
aay  they  car  do.  It  la  better  to  take  too 
many   precautlona   than   too   few. 

Suppose,  then,  a  deadlock  established  en 
this  long  front  and  a  considerable  forco 
carried  back  to  the  west,  would  there  re- 
main enough  Germans  to  be  employed  in 
an  advance  upon  Petrograd?  Remembering 
that  there  are  atill  under  arma  at  least 
two  million  Austrians  and  Hungarians.  1 
think  we  had  better  sdmit  this  probability 
also. 

It  is  only  upon  a  flank  that  any  push 
forward  could  l>e  made;  and,  further  than 
this,  only  upon  a  flank  which  is  protected 
by  some  natural  barrier.  The  left  flank  of 
the  German  defensive  front  would  be  pro- 
tected by  the  Baltic  Sea.  So  long  as  tha 
Russian  Baltic  Fleet  Is  "In  being"  it  puts 
any  advance  on  the  capital  along  the  coast 
almost  out  ef  the  question.

But  we  need  act 
bopw  that  we  ahall  lead  him  on  lata  a 
alttiailen  from  which  there  Is  ao  aaeapisg 
save  at  the  cspease  ef  a  diaaater  each  as 
befell  Napoleon.  There  1*  no  chance  ef 
that  Nebedy  whe  has  resd  aHght  the 
lessons  of  the  war  can  think  there  la 
Kmaia's  laskaluMs  Spirit 
But  although  they  are  too  wary  to  be 
cavght  in  unconcealed  traps,  the  German 
war-lords  do  make  very  feellsh  mistskea 
in  their  estimates  of  national  character. 
They  think  that  the  capture  of  Petrograd 
would  paralyse  the  Russian  natlea  into  aur- 
reader.  That  Is  s  delvelon  no  less  stupid 
thSB  that  which  made  them  believe  the 
British  nation  would  be  terrorisod  by  thoir 
fstlle  submarlae  warfare.  To  Ruaslaaa  il 
except  "tchlnovnika" — officials)  Pewograd 
doea  not  represent  Russia  any  more  than 
Mew  Tork  repreaenta  the  United  Btates. 
Ruasiana  would  not  be  dtoheartened  if  the 
Germans  took  Petrograd. 

Nothing  Is  capable  of  disheartening 
Russia — unless  It  were  a  slipping  bach  ef 
the  Government  into  its  former  sleepy, 
hidebound,  red-iapy.  Incompetent  ways. 
And  that  is  Inconceix-able.  Men  like  Rod- 
zianko.  President  of  the  Duma;  like  Putrh- 
kofl.  who  is  to  be  the  new  Munitions 
Minister;  like  RabutchlnskI,  the  onergetlc 
Moscow  business  man;  like  Count  uobrinakl. 
the  Conservative  whom  the  misdeeds  of  tho 
War  ORIce  Jiave  transformed  Into  a  Radical 
rrogresalve — theae  men  would  not  allow 
any  sllpplnv  back,  even  If  the  officials  were 
rash    enough    to   attempt   it. 

The  making  of  munitions  on  a  large  acale 
has  begun.  The  country  is  working  behind 
the  army.  The  army  knows  this  and  has 
taken  frc<h  heart.  We  hope  it  may  be 
possible  to  keep  the  enemy  where  he  now 
Is  until  (he  time  comes  to  break  him  and 
throv  the  pieces  back  across  his  frontiers. 
But  oven  K  that  be  not  possible,  ovea  It 
the  Germans  should  do  what  they  have 
told  their  trodps  they  Intend  to  do.  that 
Is  advance  on  Petrograd,  Russia's  spirit 
will  not  qusll.  She  will  go  on  preparing 
for   "The    Day."

Service  Under  Lord  Wolseley 
Against  Forces  of  Arab! 
Pasha — In  command  of  Bri- 
gade of  Guards. 


Mr.  J.  M.  Boyd  writes  in  The  Winni- 
peg   Free   Press; 

Thlrty-threo  years  ago  the  Duka  of 
Connaught  was  himself  on  active  ser- 
vice, and  on  the  loth  of  September, 
iHllii,  wari  in  the  b^gyptian  desert,  at  a 
place  called  Kassasln,  a  highly  strategic 
position  on  the  railway  running  from 
ismailla  to  Cairo,  and  situated  on  tha 
Hweet  Water  Canal.  It  was  at  this 
point  that  Sir  Qamet  Wolseley  massed 
his  troops,  and  m  the  12th  ordered  the 
night  march,  which  had  a  glorious  end- 
ing in  victory,  across  the  trenches  of 
.;rel-el-Keblr.  At  daybreak  the  follow- 
ing morning  this  position  was  carried 
at  the  point  of  the  bayonet 

The  l>uke  had  his  full  share  in  that 
grim  night's  work — he  a'as  In  command 
of  the  brigade  of  Guards,  ahd  braved 
the  dangers  and  underwent  all  the  pri- 
vations and  discomforts  of  this  very 
trying  and  arduoua  campaign  like  tha 
rest  of  us,  even  to  the  desperate  want 
of  drinking  water.  Our  only  source  of 
supply  waa  the  Sweet  Water  Canal;  It 
roust  have  Veen  a  Joktr  who  named  It, 
for  It  waa  so  thick  and  fllthy  that  one 
of  the  war  correspondents  said  "a  Lrf>n- 
doner  would  have  scorned  tha  Idea  of 
washing  his  dog  In  It"  We  were 
obliged  to  drink  this  excuse  tor  water, 
knowing  that  It  waa  polluted  with  the 
dead  bodies  of  nicn  and  the  earcaasea 
of  beasts.  Imagine,  if  you  can,  the  ap- 
pearanc  of  the  carcass  of  a  camel,  un- 
der the  tierce  merciless  fire  of  the 
l^gyptian   sun. 

Added  to  this  was  the  plague  of  ver- 
min, files  and  mosquitoes,  which  made 
life  unendurable  and  from  which  no 
rank  was  exempt. 

"The  Krupp  devils"  were  working 
then  as  they  are  today,  and  our  encmjr 
was  using  their  guns  gainst  ua:  how- 
ever, we  captured  one  at  Kassasin  and 
turned  It  on  them.  We  had  It  mounted 
on  a  flat  car  and  had  aand,  iMtga  piled 
around  It  to  protect  the  gcnnars.  It 
was  sdmlrably  served,  and  engaged  no 
less  than  eight  of  the  enemy'a  guns. 
Uy  puahing  the  car  upon  whicli  it  waa 
mounted  up  and  down  the  line,  its  posi- 
tion waa  made  very  elusive,  so  much  so 
that  it  eaeapad  being  hit,  while  the 
ninety-eight  rounds  It  fired  ditf  eonsld- 
erable  execution.  It  waa  certainly  a 
lucky  Krupp  tor  us,  tor  tnir  regwlar 
batteriea  had  to  ceaae  ;.riBg  for  lack  of 
lamniunltion. 

That  evening  our  heavy  cavalry,  con- 
sisting nf  -!i«  Ufa  Ouarda,  and  tha  7th 
t>ragoona.  under  General  Orary  Ix>we, 
anade  a  brilliant  charge  and  eaptarad 
nine  guns.  We.  were  uiwfcle  to  bring 
these  guns  away  then,  owing  ta  the  na- 
ture of  the  ground,  hut  ware  routed  o«t( 
early  the  heat  morning  to  aaeare  theaa.

paultns.  This  state  of  sffalrs  wan  dun 
to  the  fact  that  a  cargo  of  casks  ami 
drums  of  oil  was  csrrled  In  the  sfter 
well,  notwithstsnding  the  fact  that  tha 
veasel  wss  loaded  to  within  4  1-4  Inchea 
of  her  Winter  draught  and  waa  4  (cct 
by  the  atern  on  leaving  Liverpool. 

"The  court  desires  to  say  that  thin 
Is,  In  Its  opinion,  a  striking  Illustra- 
tion of  the  danger  of  fully  laden  veit- 
sels.  In  Winter  time,  carrying  deck 
cargo,  especially  barrels  and  drums  of 
oil,  which  Is  almost  Impossible  to 
secure  effectually.  In  spaeea  from  which. 
In  the  event  of  It  breaking  adrift  In 
bad  weather,  it  cannot  ba  Jettisoned,  or 
'where  It  In  Imposslbla  to  get  at  It  to 
secure  It.  without  endangering  life  anit 
limb."

"It  Is  not  an  easy  moment."  said  Mr. 
Churchill,  "for  a  public  man  to  open  bis 
mouth  on  any  topic,  for  there  are  so 
many  people  who  aeem  to  have  less  to 
Uo  than  they  ought  who  are  engaged  in 
trying  to  make  difflctiltiea  even  more 
than  already  exiat  and  seeking  to  make 
artincial  dlvlsiona  In  regaj-d  to  matters 
of  great  consequence,  wbich  ahould  b« 
approached  In  a  spirit  of  Impartiality, 
and   goodwtlL"

Mr.  Churchill  added  that  during  the 
past  four  or  Ave  months  the  Allies  had 
not  done  aa  well  as  they  might  have 
hoped.  There  liad  been  events  which. 
while  not  disaatroua.  were  disappoint- 
ments. In  I<>ance  a»d  Flanders  a  serlea 
Of  resolute  and  coatly  attacks  were 
made  on  the  Oerman  lines  and.  although 
ground  was  gained,  the  lines  of  the 
Uermans  were  not  pierced.  In  the  Dar- 
«?anelle8.  he  aald.  "the  Allies  had  gained 
invaluable  ground  .which  led  them  to- 
ward a  decisive  conclusion,  but  they  had 
not  gained  the  advantage  at  the  points 
at  which  they  alrped." 

Then  tliere  had  come  the  retreat  of 
the  Russians,  and  while  the  Russians 
were  re-arming  and  recovering  their 
strength,  a  rtew  and  unmisUkable  bur- 
«.*en  had  fallen  on  Great  BriUln.  The 
atUtude  was  a  very  serious  one.  but 
the  Allies  had  It  In  their  power  to  carry, 
the  war  to  a  success'ful  conclusion,  and 
they  could  do  It,  the  Chancellor  said,  if 
they*  utilised  their  whole  strength  and 
the  national  capacity.    , 

After    all.    Mr.    Churchill      continued.' 
the  Allies  did'not  seek  the  struggle,  and' 
if  they  did  their  duty,  they  would  have 
done  all  they  could.     If  at  the  end,  the 
speaker    concluded,     the     Itttectlea       of. 
Great  Britain  and  Kurope  were  still  in- 
tact and  Inviolate,  those  who  afterward 
looked  back  "upon  this  uivhapp.r  but  not 
inglorious"  generation  would  be  able  to 
nay  "we  did  not  fail  under  the  test  and 
have    preserved     the    liberties    of      the 
world."
